Elk Grove Village may receive a por- 


tion of its federal revenue-sharing funds 
next month, but as yet no decision has 
been made as to where the funds may be 
used. 


VUlage Pres. Charles Zcttck said no 


discussions have been held on how the 
money would bo spent, but he planned to 
talk to the village manager and trustees 
to find out where the funds arc most 
needed. 


According to a compromise between 


the U.S. Senate and House, Elk Grove 
Village should receive about $137,000 
through revenue sharing. Village finance 
director George Coney said yesterday 
that the latest news he had heard con- 
cerning the program was that the village 
should receive partial payment about 
Dec. 10.

Coney added that he and a person on 


his staff would be attending a workshop 
on revenue sharing next week to find out 
more details on the program. 


"THERE ARE so many places and so 


many ways It (revenue sharing) could be 
used," Zettek said. "We aren't going to 
jump Into spending it right away. At first 
it may go Into the bank or be invested in 
short-term bonds." 


He did say that the money should go to 


rendering services as opposed to capital 
expenditures. 


For example, Zettek said the money 


could be used to Implement the com- 
prehensive health plan recommended by 
the village board of health. "It also could 
be used to augment the village's income 
to help the village meet its expenses," he 
snld. 


Trustee Nancl Vanderweel also sug- 


gested that the money could be used for 
the community health plan, or it could be 
spent on a transportation 
feasibility 


study. 


In DCS Flalncs, Mayor Herbert Behrel 


has announced plans to appoint a reve- 
nue-sharing committee next week to look 
at the ways the money may be spent. He 
suggested the committee could include 
the finance committee chairman, three 
council members and three residents. 


Suggestions of ways the Des Plaines 


revenue-sharing money could be spent 
already have come in from department 
heads. Recommendations include, flood 
control, expansion of a mentally handi- 
capped program, aid to senior cltlxens, 
purchase of the United Motor Coach bus- 
line and hiring of additional policemen.

'.'Most people can lose weight if-they 


are highly motivated to watch what they 
eat,, but they usually are not very success- 
ful in maintaining the weight loss," Phil 
Reidda,. a clinical psychologist in Elk 
Grove Village, said last week. 


Rcldda, who has been working with 


obese women, said, "We live in a society 
in which we are more critical of heavy 
women than men. We constantly are 
bombarded with pictures of slim figures . 
on television or in advertising." 


"The problem Is not Just losing weight, 


but maintaining the weight loss," he 


said. Reidda.said different factors con- 
tribute to obesity-in'men'and women, 
and for women the problem is more treat- 
able.- • 


REIDDA, A clinical psychologist for 10 


years, said he began working with over- 
weight problems while studying for his 
Ph.D. degree at Illinois Institute of Tech- 
nology in Chicago. He said at that time 
he was Introduced to a method of treat- 
ment which combined many of the ap- 
proaches normally used to lose weight. > 


Dieting, learning not to eat certain 


foods, weight loss and exercise groups 


and psychotherapy have met some sue- 


1 cess, but there still' is' the problem of 
• keeping the weight off, he said. • 


The program that seemed to promise 


more than a moderate success combined 
the four other approaches, including 
group therapy, he said. 


Reidda said he has begun working with 


women in groups to help them change 
their behavior and eat differently. He 
said the women In such a program would 
also be dieting and losing weight under 


' the supervision of a medical doctor. 
' 
"BESIDES dieting,' the groups deal 


with the internal needs that make women 


gain weight," he said. "Many overweight 
women fee!. unlovable- and difficult to 
love because something is wrong with 
' themselves. They often have repressed 
anger and feel they are being deprived of 
affection." ' 


Reidda said women in weight loss 


groups will help each other by tele- 
phoning friends when they feel the urge 


. to eat, similar to the method used in Al- 
coholics Anonymous. 


"Many methods of losing weight have 


some success, but I think this new ap- 
proach will exhibit more than modest re- 
sults," he said.

DAY 3 


Thursday, Sept. 7, wu a beautiful day 


as it dawned over Dallas, Texas. The 
senator wu icheduled to tUit shoppers 
at • downtown supefcnarltet at about 10 
a.m. We boarded the bum around 9:30 
a.m. and went to the supermarket. As we 
all managed to get through the doors and 
into the supermarket, it seemed that I 
wu In the middle of a football stadium 
— what a crowd! 


Senator McGovern wu shaking hands 


with everyone, asking them questions 
concerning different problems they may 
have tuch u food pricing or general 
woes In connection with the economic 
squeezes of today. People were dis> 
cutting problems concerning taxes and 
In response of the dialogue of the senator 
and the people, I got the impression that 
he wu ilncere when he told them he 
could help them U he were elected In 
November. He questioned an 88-year-old 
Negro and asked him if he wu still 
working. The man replied, "I sure am," 
but added, "everything wu out of sight, 
man, and something will have to give 
somewhere." McGovern assured that he 
.would do what he could If he wu elected 
to alleviate this man's plight 


After being pushed and shoved around 


for 45 minutes, we finally made a com- 
plete tour of the supermarket We were 
not only happy to got outside again, but 
happy to be still all alive. I sincerely be- 
lieve that Senator McGovern made a 
good impression with the majority of the 
people he talked with and that his visit 
wu quite successful. 


Back to the buses for a ride to the air- 


port and on to Houston about 200 miles to 
the southeast During the trip I talked 
with some well known newspaper men 
who gave me «little insight on what this 
activity of a campaign tour wu all 
about 


U has just been announced that we are 


running a little bit late due to the fact 
that Senator McGovern had a personal 
call with former President Johnson this 


. morning. I'm sure that this talk helped 


McGovern u he proceeded on the cam- 
paign trail. 


UPON ARRIVAL IN Houston it was 


raining of f and on and In u much u we 
had to wait about 10 minutes at the air- 
port for the arrival of the senator's 
plane, "Dakota Queen II," wo all got 
quite wet However this .did not dampen 
the enthusiasm of the Mople at the air- 
port When the senator arrived the usual 
"fence scene" took place and then he 
gave an Introductory talk with some lo- 
cal officials. After this we boarded buses 
to take us to the NASA Center where we 
were going to view a sky lab experiment 
of three astronauts being assimilated In 
one of the vast warehouses, In prepara- 
tion for an actual flight next year. 


The senator viewed the experiment on 


closed circuit TV and talked with the as- 
tronauts Inside the vat. He also talked 


' with some of the workers at the space 


center. From there we went to a Holiday 
Inn close by where the senator wu to 
talk to some unemployed engineers re- 
garding what he could do for them if he 
were elected President The short speech 
centered around the fact of conversion 
from military to civilian jobs and my 1m- 


' presslon wu that not too many of the 
'••engineers or other people present could 
' quite accept what he had to offer. 


Some of the comments overheard 
1 were: "I don't see how he could possibly 
' do this. If there 1s a reduction of the 
' spending of military funds, how can we 
'• expect to have jobs on a civilian basis." 
• There again, I felt there were mixed 


emotions regarding Senator McGovern's 
canverutlons. Now it's back to the buses 


and back to the airport and on to Peoria, 
III 


There were always two planes trav- 


eling together. McGovern's "Dakota 
Queen II" and a press plane. As we were 
Hying from Houston to Peoria, the two 
planes jockeyed back tand forth very 
close to one another so that we could 
take pictures of each other's plane in 
flight Of course I dont think this is gen- 
erally done, but it gave aU of us an op- 
portunity to get some excellent pictures. 


The flight from Houston to Peoria took 


a little over an hour and believe It or not 
— we were put into a holding pattern for 
10 minutes before we could land. This Is 
most unusual for a small airport 


While in Peoria, Senator McGovern 


will visit with some night shift workers 
who are eating supper. He visited with 
them asking various questions con- 
cerning some of the programs he will 
stand for in this election year. Our stop 
in East St Louis hu been scrubbed u 
we are now behind schedule. 


IN THE LUNCHROOM of the Cater- 


pillar Tractor Works, Senator McGovern 
immediately started to converse with the 
workers there. Taxes, food prices, and 
the Vietnam War seemed to be the main 
Issues once again I felt there were mixed 
emotions concerning the reception of 
McGovern. One of the questions that 
stuck In my mind wu the Eagleton af- 
fair and it appeared that many of the 
workers present were most upset that 
the senator had dropped him from his 
ticket Our N-Pact team hu just been 
advised that tomorrow we will fly with 
Senator McGovern in his plane and we're 
all looking forward to that. Up to now we 
have always flown in the press plane. 


We head now for Rockford, 111. and 


land about 8:15 p.m. For the first time in 
the whole campaign I feel that I am real- 
ly on a campaign tour during an election 
year. The crowd that greeted us at the 
Rockford Airport wu quite substantial 
and with the band playing and the ban- 
ners waving in the wind it seemed to stir 
all of us into a feeling of actually being 
in an election year campaign. Senator 
McGovern wu received very enthusiasti- 
cally here and I honestly believe that 
this stop in Rockford was the most suc- 
cessful one in the whole tour. 


Back at the hotel In Rockford, I made 


the usual telephone call to my wife to let 
her know what an exciting day I had. 
After completing this, it wu about 11 
p.m. and I decided to go to bed. But the 
N-Pact team wanted to get something to 
eat and so I went too. I wu glad I did 
because while eating with some of the 
reporters accompanying us on the trip, I 
heard many stories from the past In 
which only pressmen who were present 
at the events, could relate. Finally about 
1:15 a.m. we went back to our hotel to be 
awakened again at sunrise. 


DAY 4 


As I awoke on Friday morning, Sept. 8, 


I wondered — what would I say to the 
senator when I have the opportunity to 
be on his plane today, if perchance I 
would meet hfm. After having the usual 
breakfast of orange juice, Canadian ba- 
con and eggs, we boarded the buses in 
Rockford to go to an elderly peoples 
home in the suburbs of the city. Here 
McGovern wu to have a short speech 
and discuss issues with the senior citi- 
zens there. 


After this short visit with senior citi- 


zens we were bused to the airport where 
we boarded the "Dakota Queen II." At 
once I could sense a complete different 
atmosphere on McGovern's plane. In the 
press plane,' things were quite relaxed 
and informal but on the "Dakota Queen 
II" it wu much more formal. I could 
feel an air of Importance and halfway 
down the center of the plane wu a big 


curtain behind which was Senator 
McGovern's suite. I noticed a group of 
hotel room keys fastened to the celling of 
the airplane and I wu told that it wu a 
customary practice that the pressmen 
take a key from each hotel room where 
they stayed on the tour and book it to the 
celling of the plane. 


WE WERE ALL immediately given a 


"cook's tour" of the plane and watched 
the reporters and pressmen in action. Af- 
ter getting back to my seat to relax, an 
aide of Senator McGovern came down 
into our section and asked the producer 
of our show if I would like to have an 
informal chat with Senator McGovern. 
Of course Bob was elated and advised 
the aide we would be ready in 10 min- 
utes. 


We entered the senator's quarters I no- 


ticed he wu sitting in a breakfast nook 
awaiting my arrival. After the usual for- 
malities of introduction, we discussed in 
brief non-political issues and I found H 
quite easy to be able to converse with the 
Senator u he made me feel quite at 
ease. 


Everyday on the tour a "pool report" 


wu prepared concerning the various ac- 
tivities .that the senator wu going to dis- 
cuss or depending on the time of the pool 
report, what bad already occured. Shown 
below is a copy of the report of Sept 8 in 
part. 


"McGovern and Richard John- 


ion chat in McGovern's lounge. 
Johnson, 43, Is the subject on an 
NPACT study on how a common 
everyday type reacts to a first 
hand look at a presidential cam- 
paign — the travel, the press, the 
candidate, etc., etc. Johnson is 
the credit manager at the Na- 
tional Steel Service Center In 
Evauton. He lives in Rolling 
Meadows, III., 21 miles North- 
west of Chicago. 


They talked about North- 


western University and its foot- 
ball history. McGovern recalled 
he had tutored football players 
while a grad student there. 


Johnson said, "I really can't 


believe this is happening." "I'm 
so thrilled at everything that's 
happening to me." 


After the Northwestern and 


football 
talk, Johnson 
asked 


McGovern if he thinks the cam- 
paign Is going smooth enough. 
McGovern gives standard an- 
swer. "Not quite as well as I had 
hoped. It's very tough to put to- 
gether a national campaign." 
Said they're up against one of the 
old pros. Nixon's "been around 
this game of politics a long time. 
We're going to make some mis- 
takes." 


They talk about taxes and 


wage-price freezes. Johnson tells 
McGovern that's the main issue 
that bothers working people. 


McGovern asks Johnson how 


be thinks McGovern is doing. 
Johnson says lots of mixed feel- 
ings. Say's he's from a Demo- 
cratic area. On the whole, he 
said he c o u l d n ' t predict 
McGovern's chances. "Nobody 
knows," he said. 


Afterwards, Johnson said of 


McGovern, "He's a very con- 
genial man. I wish he was a little 
more dynamic. Impressions are 
based not so much on what 
people say as how they say it." 
Of course, all during the interview the 


cameras were grinding and was sur- 
prised when someone said that it took 
about 20 minutes — seemed like only five 
tome. 


After arriving Duluth, Minn, we board- 


ed the buses for the trip across the state 
line Into Superior, Wis. where the senator 
was to have a short talk with workers 
and people at a local graincry in Superi- 
or. Bob asked me to play reporter for the 
rest of the afternoon. A mike was hooked 
under my, coat and I visited and talked 
with people at the granary asking them 
questions about this visit of McGovern 
and what chance they think he has in the 
upcoming election. 


At about 2:30 p.m. we flew to Des 


Molnes, Iowa. Lunch was served on the 
plane and as always, the food was ex- 
cellent 


Upon the arrival at Des Moines Airport 


we were again visited by some local 
prominent people. But this time, instead 
of having the speech and rally first — we 
went directly to a farm in Waukee, Iowa 
and chat with a farmer named Broderick 
and discuss issues concerning the prob- 
lems of being a farmer. The gist; of the 
conversation centered around the ex- 
cessive taxation and the expense of re- 
placing machinery. The senator assured 
Mr. Broderick that if he were elected he 
would do everything in his power to help 
him. 


SENATOR McGOVERN has a post-air- 


port rally back at the Des Moines Air- 
port and gave a 45-minute speech. He 
discusses the "Watergate bugging," the 
grain sale to Russia, and the possibility 
of having debates with President Nixon. 
We had the opportunity to meet the Sena- 
tor's sister and also some of the political 
figureheads in the Des Molnes area. The 
reception of McGovern was just like 
warm and the people were becoming a 
bit nonchalant about the whole affair to- 
wards the end of the speech. 


Again we took off and this time we 


were heading for Albuquerque, N. M. We 
landed at about 7 p.m. mountain time, 
and what a beautiful sight it was. Al- 
though dusk was just setting, I could 
hardly wait for the morning to see this 
beautiful country in the sunshine. It was 
amusing that only about 100 to 150 per- 
sons were at the airport when we arrived 
— the local paper screamed the headline 
that a great reception received the sena- 
tor upon his arrival at the airport yester- 
day. We were motored to the Hilton Ho- 
tel there hi Albuquerque where we 
learned that a great emergency had just 
arisen. One of Senator McGovern's aides 
has informed Bob that the scheduled in- 
terview with the senator for tomorrow 
has been canceled. All efforts by Bob 
failed to change the aide's mind and it 
seems that the focal point our TV pro- 
gram would be down the drain. 


This morning hi Rockford, Robin, the 


news correspondent of our N-Pact team 
has left for Washington because he had a 
Friday evening program to moderate. It 
'appears our only hope for this interview 
tomorrow would be to have Robin come 
to Alburquerque and see if he could use 
his 
influence to persuade Senator 


McGovern's aide to change his mind. 
Robin was called to come. 


The only business left to do tonight was 


to have our usual phone call with Mary 
Ann to relate the events of the day. After 
the phone call, being quite late, I left 
word with the hotel to call me at 8 a.m. 
the next morning and off to bed I went 
(Monday: A chat with McGovern.)

Arlington's 'New-Old' FM Station 
'Sexy Radio* Comes To Town

"Tell me what you think about virgin- 


ity. Did you hang onto yours? Call me 
now at 398-1212." 


Disc jockey Jonathan Kingsley had a 


coaxing tone to his voice, a voice that 
rolls out over the airwaves in a heavy 
English accent. He was trying to get a 
listener to call in, to tell him and the 
listening audience what she thinks about 
virginity. 


Kingsley's radio show, a combination 


of sex talk and music, had come on the 
air three hours earlier to the strains of 
"Sheer Fascination." The show, called 
"Love in the Afternoon," is just one ex- 
ample of what WWMM-FM, Arlington 
Heights, is doing these days. 


Broadcasting at 92.7 on your FM dial, 


WWMM has replaced WEXI, a radio sta- 
tion that the new owners say "was not 
listened to very much." But WWMM Is 
more than a change in call letters. 
"WEXI is dead," WWMM owner-man- 
ager John DC Witt said flatly. De Witt is 
a middle-aged broadcaster who peers 
through very thick eyeglasses. He wishes 
everyone would forget there ever was a 
WEXI. 


"WM is alive and kicking," said De 


Witt, who often uses the short form of 
the station's call letters. "It is a new ra- 
dio station. Everything about it is new." 


DC WITT AND his staff took over the 


station Oct. 1 and completely revamped 
the programming. The new programm- 
ing went on the air Oct. 23. 


Kingsley's is perhaps the most startling 


program, at least to some suburbanites. 
But De Witt says he has received only 
two complaints about the Britisher's 
frank and open discussion of sex from 
noon to 4 p.m. weekdays. 


A Lake Geneva, Wis., woman called to 


say sex shouldn't be discussed on the ra- 
dio. Another woman charged that King- 
sley must be "love-starved and sexr 
mad." On the other hand, a Waukegan 
woman called to say she likes the show, 
adding that she thinks a woman should 
never say "no" to any man. 


It was De Witt's idea to air the pro- 


gram, and to bring Kingsley over from 
England to broadcast it. But De Witt 
says the show is not a new idea. It has 
been introduced elsewhere in the coun- 
try, but WWMM's version is the first 
show of its type in the Chicago area. 


As De Witt talked, he turned up his 


monitor when a woman called in saying 
she is a lesbian. 


"Jonathan's isn't our only program," 


he said, turning the monitor down again. 


THE STATION is on the air 24 hours a 


day, and it can't have talk shows all the 
time. In the early morning hours, from 1 
to 4 a.m., you can hear some really 
strange things from WWMM. For 90 min- 
utes each, the station plays the sound of 
ocean waves, gongs and bird calls — all 
in stereo, of course. The only inter- 
ruption is a soft female voice that occa- 
sionally announces the station's call let- 
ters. 


De Witt said the time slots were not 


sold to advertisers, and he was curious 
about listener reaction to the sound ef- 
fects. He listened himself the other night, 
and the sounds lulled him to sleep, he 
said. 


"We're not going to do this forever," 


De Witt said. "After four of five weeks of 
it, we'll probably wear out our welcome. 
But radio should be fun, and this is fun." 


WWMM HAS another program that Is 


love-oriented, but in a very different way 
from Kingsley's. From 9 to 11 a.m., re- 
peated from 11 p.m. to 1 a.m., is "Voices 
of Love." The personalities are two 
nameless men "with super voices," De 
Witt said. 


The subject matter of "Voices" is not 


necessarily sex. The voices may talk 
about love of friends, family or country. 
They write all their own material. 


"The program is very nostalgic, senti- 


mental, almost purple prose," De Witt 
explained. Their prose is sometimes 
"tear-jerking," he added, admitting that 
it sometimes makes even him cry. The 
program is mostly music, music that 
mellows the mood leading up to a prose 
reading once every half hour, De Witt 
said. 


Dr. Freda Kehm, a child psychologist, 


follows the voices for 45 minutes daily, 
answering callers' questions about fami- 
ly problems. 


"Many people have mentioned that so- 


cial problems are more important than 
physical problems in' this community," 
De Witt said, explaining the reason for 
Dr. Kehm's program. 


AND DC WITT says his station wants 


to become involved in matters of impor- 
tance to the community, to the 50-mile 
radius the station reaches. 
Indeed, 


WWMM wants to be an important part of 
the community, he says. 


This policy, if it can be so called, De 


Witt says, has led him to program more 
local news, more public affairs and pub- 
lic service shows, than did WWMM's pre- 
decessor. Thus the reason for the sta- 
tion's many listener participation pro- 
grams. 


And beginning soon, De Witt will give 


the- audience a chance to really talk 
back. He Is planning a program, to be 
called "Free Forum," which would allow 
the public to get back at the station. 


"All of us have been annoyed at some 


time or other over something we heard 
on the radio — an ad, a comment or the 
like," De Witt said. "We wish we had the 


chance to express ourselves on the air. 
We want to give the public that chance." 


PLANS ARE for the program to start 


at 8 p.m. Sundays and run until there is 
no one to be heard, be it two minutes or 
four hours. Listeners will be invited to 
come to the station in northernmost Ar- 
lington Heights to tape their comments, 
and they can criticize the station, its ad- 
vertisers or anything else, De Witt said. 


WWMM is not all experimental pro- 


gramming. The music is popular, called 
middle-of-the-road in the broadcasting 
business, and Is"definitely not rock. Jack 
Stockton comes on from 6 to 9 a.m. to 
get the day started, and Bob Brynteson 
winds the day down from 4 to 8 p.m. A 
fellow named Stan Adams, described as 
a soft personality, soon will be on from 8 
to 11 p.m. to lull the community into the 
evening hours. 


But De Witt doesn't want his station to 


be known as a typical suburban FM ra- 
dio station. 


"We'll never be satisfied with what we 


do today," he said. "We'll always try to 
be better. We'll do our damndest to 
make this station cook."

Could Daniel Walker carry Inverness? 
That's one of the more surprising pos- 


sibilities underlined in the final Cook 
County voter attitude poll, conducted ex- 
clusively for the Herald under the direc- 
tion of Carl M. Larson of Arlington 
Heights, professor of marketing at the 
University of Illinois — Chicago Circle 
Campus. 


The final poll results showed the 


Democratic 
gubernatorial 
candidate 


leading Gov. Ogilvie in the affluent sub- 
urb 50 per cent to 42.9 per cent, with 7.1 
undecided. 


The gubernatorial race throughout 


Cook County does figure to be a tight 
one, with Larson predicting Walker will 
edge Ogilvie 52 per cent to 48. 


"GOV. OGILVIE'S reelection is still in 


doubt," according to Larson. "He is 
gaining, however, and it looks like an ex- 
tremely close election as far as Cook 
County is concerned. When one considers 
the rest of the state, it looks like Ogilvie 
will win statewide but by a very thin 
margin. If the President wins big, which 
seems likely. It should help Ogilvie." 


That the President will win big seems 


little in doubt by the Larson figures. Mr. 
Nixon and Sen. Charles Percy are hold- 
ing wide leads in Cook County, with the 
actual size of their victories to depend on 
the size of the turnout on election day 
Tuesday. A good turnout in the suburbs 
will help Nixon, while a good turnout in 
Chicago will narrow the lead. 


Nixon's strength, according to Larson, 


is concentrated in the suburbs and white 
wards of the city. In the suburbs, Sen. 
George McGovern's best showing is in 
the black communities like Dixmoor and 
Robbins, and in traditionally Democratic 
Nllcs. 


The President is especially strong in 


the Northwest suburbs, ranging from loo 
per cent in Prospect Heights and 86 per 
cent in Buffalo Grove to 79 per cent in 
Inverness and 73 per cent in Schaum- 
burg. McGovern's strongest showing is in 
Elk Grove Village, where he actually 
leads with 47 per cent to Nixon's 33, with 
20 per cent undecided, raising the possi- 
bility that the village might go for the 
senator. 


SEN. PERCY SEEMS strong across 


the board, including in the core city and 
among blacks, most unusual for a Re- 
publican candidate.

Alaskan Trip Leads To—Another 
/ 


by KUKT BAER 


When a five-month, 2.200-milc canoe 


trip up Alaska's Yukon River leads you 
to dream about someday tackling the 
McKcnzle or even the Amazon, you know 
you're hooked. 


And that's exactly the way 24-year-old 


Randy Mogytych sums up the 
five 


months he spent hunting, fishing, canoe- 
ing and photographing his way acroM 
the Alaskan wilderness. 


For Mogytych, who lives on north Dr>- 


den Avenue in Arlington Heights, and his 
partner. John Masscy, a former village 
resident, the long trip was the realization 
of two years of planning and dreaming 


"We planned most of the details of the 


trip while John was in Vietnam. It kind 
of gave him something obe to think 
about and look forward »o." Mogytych 
recalled. 


TO MAKK TIIK trip, Randy Rave up 


his job, $1,000 and about 30 pounds but 
the odysscy was worth every bit of it, 
ho says. 


It all began May \'J when the two men 


packed their gear, Including a 
17- 


foot aluminum canoe, onto a red pickup 


truck and set out for the town of White- 
horse in Canada's Yukon Territory, a 
stop along the Alaskan Highway which 
Mogytych calls "the world's greatest 
gravel road." 


"We got into Whitchorac on June 2 and 


found the headwaters of the Yukon still 
frozen over. So we left the truck and rode 
the White Pass Railroad 100 miics south 
to Lake Bennett." 


There on the sandy edge of the ice blue- 


lake they packed their canoe and pad- 
dled out onto the 2,200-milc-long water- 
way that eventually would carry them to 
the Eskimo fishing village of Alakanuk 
on the Bering Sea. 


BOTH MEN ARE experienced hunters 


and the two high-powered pistols they 
carried, a .337 magnum revolver and a 
.41 calibre Lugcr, filled their campfirc 
skillet with a variety of game. 


"Dried food is convenient and portable 


hut we really developed a craving for 
fresh meat," Mogytych recalls. "We ate 
everything from moose to goose and bea- 
ver to bear." 


In addition to the game they shot, the 


two men fished the Yukon River and its 


mountain tributaries, hooking trophy-size 
specimens of Arctic char, pike and trout. 


They also gobbled up some 20 dozen 


powderd eggs and untold quantities of 
canned bacon, coffee and powdered or- 
ange juice. 


THE 
YUKON 
RIVER 
was 
clean 


enough to drink Randy says, adding that 
the two men would sometimes observe 
the cocktail hour by cutting a capful of 
190 proof alcohol with water and stirring 
up a Tang-flavored screwdriver. 


Excessive drinking among some of the 


Indians and Eskimos in northern Alaska 
is a continuing problem, Mogytych says, 
and most of the small villages arc dry. 


"The villages don't have much crime 


and most of them don't even have a sher- 
iff. If there is a murder or anything, the 
state police will handle it." 


Meeting the Eskimos, hunting and fish- 


ing with them were some of the most 
rewarding moments of the trip for the 
two adventurers and they took special 
time out to explore the tiny villages that 
lie along the river.

island and fish or hunt and then make 
camp."

Except for its remoteness, the Yukon 


is an ideal river for canoeing. It is rela- 
tively wide and smooth with many suit- 
able campsites along its banks. 


The dangers intrinsic in a Yukon River 


trip are very real but for experienced 
outdoorsmen, not as threatening 
as 


might be expected. 


Only once, when John was attacked by 


an uncharacteristically aggressive alack 
Bear, did the pair feel seriously threat- 
ened, Mogytych says. 


THE BEAR had stumbled on Massey 


while he was fishing one of the cold clear 
streams that flow down from the moun- 
tains to the Yukon River. 


"John said he was going up behind a 


beaver dam to do some fishing. He had 
been gone several minutes when I heard 
a shot. Seconds later he called and told 
me to grab my camera — he'd just shot 
a bear," Mogytych recalled. 


Both men were puzzled by the animal's 


actions since Black Bears normally will 
not attack men. Grizzly Bears are re- 
garded by hunters as a much more 
serious threat. But Mogytych said the 
only evidence of grizzlies the two men 
found were tracks and the skeletons of 
fish on which the large bears had 
feasted. 


Not until they had skinned and quarter- 


ed the animal and found its belly bulging 
with fermenting berries did they begin to 
understand its unusual behavior. 


"YOU 
COULD smell that the berries 


had begun to ferment and I figure the 
bear must have been a little light headed 
when he came at him," Mogytych sa>s. 


Because the men had not bought a spe- 


cific license for bear hunting, killing the 
animal was technically a violation of 
state game regulations. But under the 
circumstances, shooting first and an- 
swering questions later seemed to be the 
best, in fact the only policy. 


"We did go in to buy the tags and ex- 


plain what had happened," Mogytych 
says. "Some of the meat we ate our- 
selves and the rest we gave to a group of 
Eskimos." 


A much smaller but no less vicious at- 


tacker encountered along the Yukon also 
demanded special defensive action. 


"THE ARCTIC mosquito is said to be 


the worst in the world, and I believe it," 
Mogytych says. In this case the remedy 
was some heavy mosquito netting and 
generous doses of repellent. 


In the end it is the beauty of the coun- 


try and the hospitality of its people that 
stands out in Randy Mogytych's mind to- 
day, one month after he left the fast 
freezing north to return to Arlington 
Heights and a new job with Skil Power 
Tools. 


"All the way along the people were 


just super. The Mounties gave us a lot of 
help and we were taken moose and seal 


IT'S A LONG WAY from Whitehorti 


in Canada to Alakanuk on Alaska's 


western shore — 2,200 miles shown 
as the Yukon River flows.

"The trip itself was really pretty easy.

You start out in the 
mountains, then cross through the flats 
and finally end up with mountains on one 
side of the river and flats on the other." 


These are the scenes that Randy Mog- 


ytych remembers. They are the same 
images that have been frozen on the hun- 
dreds of color slides be and his partner 
took of their adventure. 


At Alakanuk, where the Yukon spills 


way 
it winds through mountains, 


crosses the Arctic Circlt and finally 
meets the Bering Sta. 


into the icy waters of the Bering Sea, the 
men sold their canoe to an Alaskan 
couple and prepared 'or the plane trip 
back to Whitehorse where the red pickup 
was still parked, waiting to carry them 
home. 


A trip of a lifetime? Probably so for 


most people. But for Randy Mogytych it 
may be just one of many. 


"Maybe some day we'll try to take the 


McKenzie or the Amazon. But that's just 
talk right now. First, I've got to get back 
to work for a while." 


That too is part of returning to Arling- 


ton Heights.

Sklodowski: Started Campaign 
With Suit Against Incumbent

Robert L. Sklodowski opened his cam- 


paign (or tbt Job of clerk of the Cook 
County Circuit Court with a lawyer's 
bang. fUlng suit against the incumbent, 
Matthew Danabrr and his fellow office* 
hokfcn. 


Sklodowski charged that Danaher and 


others war* miming funds held by them 
in that they wan being invested interest- 
free In banks controlled by powerful 
Democrats, cheating the taxpayers of 
considerable interest. 


The lawsuit failed in its first outing - 


and is now on appeal — but Sklodowski 
feels that H achieved tome purpose any- 
way. Shortly after the suit was filed, In- 
cumbent Daoaher found $10 million 
which he decided could be put In inter- 
est-bearing accounts, although he had 
originally said that the funds held by him 
wen simply held In trust and could not 
be used to earn interest 


'Win or lose the lawsuit, Bob Sklo- 


dowsld maintains that the result is what 
is running for circuit clerk is all about. 


WHAT HE WANTS to do is to open up 


the court system, the whole system of 
Cook County government, so that it 
serves people better than it has under 
the entrenched officeholders of the Chi- 
cago Democratic organization. 


He characterizes the clerk's office at 


present as a "cafeteria of corruption," in 
which you "walk down the line and pick 
your fix." He cites what he said is a 
well-known system of petty bribes in 
which lawyers hoping to speed cases 
through the courts are encouraged to slip 
deputy clerks seemingly peddling tips of 
a couple of bucks in order to get their 
papers processed expedltiously. 


"People feel they can't get a fair 


shake in court," he declares. "I would 
like to see that atmosphere changed."

One way to achieve this, he says, is to 


institute a system of merit hiring which 
would be open to both Republicans and 
Democrats, and to hire workers with an 
eye to giving the best service to the pub- 
lic. 


ALSO NEEDED, says Sklodowski, are 


branch offices and courts in the suburbs 
— to relieve residents outside the city of 
repeated trips downtown to solve legal 
matters, and the accompanying costs of 
paying lawyers for those trips.

Danaher: He's At His Best 
When Discussing Politics

Matthew J. Danaher, candidate for re- 


election as Clerk of the Circuit Court, 
is at his best when he talks about politics. 


And Danaher should be, because the 


45-year-old one-time "boy wonder" behind 
Chicago Mayor Richard Daley has risen 
as an integral part of Daley's Machine. 


Once Alderman, deputy mayor of Chi- 


cago, assistant to the Cook County Clerk, 
Danaher now seeks a second term as 
Court Clerk. He's regarded by many as 
the leading vote-getter on the Democratic 
ticket; he won election in 1968 by a mar- 
gin of 272,000 votes. 


After his loyalty to Mayor Daley and 


the Democratic Party, he's proudest of 
a series of innovations added to the com- 
plex circuit court system, such as a 
"scofflaw court" which produced $6.8 
million in added revenue during its 30 
months of operation. 


DANAHER SAYS the court is aimed 


at motorists "laughing at the law" who 
have accumulated SO to 100 parking 
tickets. He said he personally went to 
Chief Traffic Court Judge Raymond Berg 
and his "good friend" Mayor Daley and 
he sold them the idea. 


His office has also produced a small 


claims court, which allows persons to 
seek small claims without a lawyer or 
without having to wait months or years 
for their case to come up. 


Danaher says the program is "to be 


expanded to the suburbs" and that the 
expansion has been approved by Chief 
Circuit Court Judge John Boyle'. 


Danaher says he's plagued with a 


"rock-bottom budget" controlled by the 
Cook County Board. "Where are you 
without the administrative part of law 
enforcement," he complains. 


CORRUPTION CAN be fostered by low 


salaries; be emphasizes salaries have 
been raised under his term of office to 
hire capable people. 


The suburbs are growing faster than 


the studies show, he reports. "In the 
next four or five years we'll have to ad- 
dress ourselves to trying to help munici- 
palities handle the flood of court cases," 
be-says. 
He also emphasizes that a sophisti- 


cated computer program has been in- 
stalled, ranging from the handling of 3.4 
million traffic tickets per year to the 
use of a teleprocessing system as a

memory bank for instant information on 
cases. 


Earlier this year, Dananer's office was 


accused of failing to invest certain funds 
in interest-bearing accounts. However, 
Danaher says he asked the state's attor- 
ney's office In 1970 for an opinion on the 
problem, and he was told the investment 
of bail bond funds was illegal. Legisla- 
tion was sponsored to overcome the prob- 
lem, but was rejected, he said. 


Danaher enjoys talking politics. He'a 


backing the entire Democratic ticket He 
wasn't pleased about what happened at 
the Democratic Convention in Miami 
Beach, but Matt Danaher is clearly look- 
ing forward to Election Day, 1B72. 


Recorder Of Deeds: 


Olsen Planning No Changes; Mrs. Reum Fights 'Anonymity'

Sidney R, Olsen isn't planning many 


changes in his office, and that's the way 
he thinks it should be. 


Olsen, M, is the Democratic incumbent 


recorder of deeds in Cook County. He's 
has the job for the past 12 years and 
would like to be reelected. 


He says he doesn't set any reason he 


shouldn't be. 


Olsea said it's not that he's against 


change. He just doesn't think then an 
any major changes needed In his office. 


•THERE'S NEVER been any criticism 


of me la this office or in any other posi- 
tion." Olsen said recently. "This isn't 
an issue-oriented or a spectacular office 
— it's a technical, legal and administra- 
tive office." 


Oben said he's campaigning actively 


for reelection, but he gives aa Impression 
of complacency. He feels he fits Into 
a common theory of incumbency which 
says that if aa office holder Is doing a 
good job he should remain In office. Ol- 
sen feels he has done that kind of job - 
that he and his workers have a technical, 
legal job to do and they do It 


But while Olsen is the first to point 


out that the office doesn't perform a 
"spectacular" function, he is quick to 
note the accomplishments he feels he 
has made, in the down years he has 


held the job. 


Olsen said in his first full year as the 


county recorder of deeds, he had 325 
employes to record and keep track of 
the condition of titles for every parcel 
of property in the county and to safe- 
guard the titles registered under the 
Torrens System. In that year, Olsen said, 
revenues collected by the office amounted 
to slightly more than $2 million. 
" IN THE LAST full year," Olsen add- 


ed, "I ran the office with the same 
number of people, but the revenues more 
than doubled to $4,291,788." 


Olsen is proud of the record of his 


administration — 12 years hi which the 
revenues collected exceeded expenditures 
by more than $6 million, coupled with a 
50 per cent increase in the number of 
documents recorded and registered. "And 
all with the same number of employes — 
325," he said. 


He doesn't talk much about his op- 


ponent, Republican Lucy Reum, ("I've 
never met the lady") but he places little 
stock in her reported criticisms of his 
administration. 


On Mrs. Reum's suggestion of ridding 


the office of patronage and replacing it 
with civil service, Olsen said, "I'm not 
against civil service, but I think it should 
be the prerogative of the department 
head to determine who are the bad 


employees." 


OLSEN SAID he has thought about 


civil service " for years," but said he 
thinks there would be "too much trouble 
with blanket civil service." 


He chuckled when computerization was 


mentioned, then said he has mechanized 
many of the functions of the office, but 
had to stop because, "Space has been a 
problem in this office since 1897." He 
said he has been assured he will get the 
room he needs soon and would like-to 
be reelected so he can complete the job 
of modernizing the office. 


Prior to his election as recorder in 


1960, Olsen served for 10 years as clerk 
of the criminal court Before that, Olsen 
was assistant director of the Illinois De- 
partment of Registration and Education, 
appointed then by Gov. Adlai E. Steven- 
son. 


A widower, Olsen lives on Chicago's 


northwest side with his daughter, Carol. 


Lucy Reum:

Lucy Reum has opted for trains in- 


stead of bandwagons in her fight for a 
glamorless Cook County office, hoping 


to substitute efficiency for patronage as 
fuel for the engine. 


Mrs. Reum, a former teacher from 


Oak Park, is running as a Republican 
against Democrat Sidney Olsen of Chi* 
cago for the post of Cook County Re- 
corder of Deeds. Olsen is an incumbent 


Anonymity is a problem in her cam- 


paign, said Mrs. Reum, claiming both 
the office's current bolder "the epitome 
of invisibility" and the office does little 
to excite the public's imagination. The 
train she rides in is one way of "getting 
people's attention," she said, and once 
she has them listening she tells them 
what her race is all about. 


Patronage is a way of life in the re- 


corder's office, said Mrs. Reum. The 
office employs 325 persons regularly, al- 
though Mrs. Reum said her researchers 
have been told 402 people work there. 
She claims one third of them spend their 
time on work for private attorneys. 


"WITH A PERSON like Sidney Olsen — 


he's been in there since 1960 — his pur- 
pose is first and foremost to employ as 
many people as possible. That's the 
patronage system, where qualifications 
are incidental," she said. 


Mrs. Reum would like to reduce the 


number of employes, and wherever pos- 
sible, base thir selection on Civil Service 


or some other merit system. She pro- 
poses to merge some jobs with those of 
other departments, and reduce the num- 
ber of persons doing other jobs. 


And staffing can be reduced in other 


ways, she said. Current accounting prac- 
tices are sloppy, records are hand-written 
and unreadable, and modern business 
procedures and equipment have not been 
used, she said. Establishing computer 
systems and listing records under per- 
manent property Index numbers are 
among measures that could be incorpor- 
ated to increase efficiency and productiv- 
ity, she said. 


Mrs. Reum's top priorities on assum- 


ing .off ice would be to examine the quali- 
fications of all employes, and to see 
which jobs are necessary and which could 
be eliminated. She would "then set up the 
best business practices based on qualifi- 
cations and productivity." 


THE RECORDER'S office is not issue-

Toman: Seeking A Fourth Term 


Dr. Andrew J. Toman, a veteran Chi- 


cago Democrat seeking his fourth term 
as Cook County Coroner, is Donald Mu- 
lack's opponent on the Nov. 7 ballot. 


Dr. Toman was invited, as were all 


other candidates in the county election, 
to meet with Herald editors and writers, 
but declined. 


A resident of Riverside, Dr. Toman has 


defended the operation of the coroner's 
office during his 12-year administration. 
He has denied charges that employes hi 
his office an selected on a political basis 


and has said he has supported legislation 
to enable reform in the selection of coro- 
ner's juries. 


The day the Cook County Board voted 


to place the choice of coroner system or 
medical examiner system before the vot- 
ers through a referendum on the Nov. 7 
ballot, Dr. Toman spoke in favor of the 
medical examiner system and said he 
supported passage of the referendum. 


Before becoming coroner, Dr. Toman 


served as the public health director for 
the City of Berwyn from 1957 to 1960. 


endum on the November ballot. 


He aaya abolishing the coroner's sys- 


tem would take away the ability the of- 
fice has to cover up crime. "The sys- 
tem, as it exists, was not set up to foster 
due process of the law," Mulack said. 
"And, to make matters worse, those in 
control of the office have misused their 
powers." 


As an example of that abuse, Mulack 


pointed to the inquest held into the case 
of a young woman who plunged to her 
death from an apartment in the John 
Hancock building. 


"The coroner's jury ruled that a sui- 


cide. But an engineer's report on the 
stress capabilities of the glass was sup- 
pressed by the deputy coroner," Mulack 
said. He added that kind of action "sul> 
verts due process" and makes it difficult 
to arrive at the truth. 


MULACK SAID one of the biggest prob- 


lems with the coroner system an the 
coroner's juries, which he said, primarily 
comprise, "skid-row bums making $2.80 
* day." He added, "You can't get ob- 
jective juries because of the screening 
and selection processes and it an serves 
to perpetrate injustice." 


The candidate noted 37 states and eight 


counties in Illinois already have done 
away with the coroner system. He be- 
lieves Cook County should be added to 
the list 


To get rid of the coroner system, Mul- 


ack said he is pushing the referendum 
as strongly as his own candidacy. And, 
he predicts, "We're going to pass it." 


A medical examiner, he explained, 


would perform autopsies, but instead of 
a jury reaching a verdict of "homicidal, 
suicidal, accidental or undetermined," 
the medical examiner would comment 
only on the actual cause of death, and 
thereby do away with coroner's juries. 


THAT WOULD reduce the coroner's 


budget by 27 per cent, Mulack said, "And 
it would get rid of meaningless verdicts 
which create an aura of suspicion and a 
lack of respect for law enforcement" 


But Mulack's criticism is not limited 


to the system. He also attacks the way 
the office is run by incumbent Democrat 
Dr. Andrew Toman. 


Mulack rips' Dr. Toman's administra- 


tion for patronage, unlicensed patholo- 
gists, untrained deputies and for having, 
"Abdicated his authority to seal off crime 


scenes to the police." 


Additionally, Mulack charged, while Dr. 


Toman is being paid $25,000 a year to 
be a full-time coroner, "He spends most 
of his time at his medical practice in 
Berwyn or at Oak Park Hospital" 


MULACK CONTENDS the coroner's of- 


fice needs a lawyer and administrator 
for the next four years. He explained 
that if the referendum passes, the coron- 
er's system will remain hi effect for four 
more years. He said the next coroner 
should be a person who can use the full 
powers of the office to draft the necessary 
legislation to abolish the legal machinery 
so by 1976 we have a full-fledged medical 
examiner system." 


Mulack is confident the referendum will 


pass and he will be elected. 


"If we lose, though, it will be through 


vote fraud — votes stolen primarily on 
Chicago's west side," he said. 


"And that would be tragically ironic, 


because those are the people who are 
most oppressed by the current coroner's 
system." 


Six Candidates Seek 
Sanitary District Seats 


Six candidates — three Republicans 


and three Democrats — are seeking elec- 
tion to three seats on the board of 
trustees of the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District 


The three seats up for election are the 


only posts held by Republicans on the 
nine-member board. Only one Republi- 
can incumbent, Abe Eiserman, a Chi- 
cago attorney and a member of the 
board since 1966, is seeking reelection. 


The most visible candidates in the 


campaign for the MSD have been two 
women, Democrat Joanne Alter of Chi- 
cago, and Republican Joan G. Anderson 
of Western Springs. 


Both have campaigned 
actively 


through the district Eiserman and the 
third Republican candidate, Robert C. 
Power, an assistant Illinois attorney gen- 
eral, also of Chicago, have made appear- 
ances throughout the district also, but 
have not matched the intense campaigns 
of .Mrs. Anderson and Mrs. Alter. 


The other two Democratic candidates, 


Charles Coleman and William A. Jas- 
kula, have been invisible at least to resi- 
dents of the suburbs, and neither re- 
sponded to inquiries about interviews. 


Both Mrs. Alter and Mrs. Anderson 


ha^e viewed their campaigns as a dual 
process of familiarizing themselves with 
thej intricate problems of the sanitary 
district and of educating vottn about the 
vital nature of the decisions which will 
be-'made by (he board in the coming 
months and years. 


And they have come to similar con- 


clusions in a number of areas. 


Both agree that the proper course to 


correct problems of pollution and flood- 
ing1 in the metropolitan area will hinge 
on regional planning and greater cooper- 
ation between the myriad agencies of 
government which can deal with those 
problems. 


Says Mrs. Alter, "No longer can we 


afford the haphazard, stop-gap approach 
the 'district has taken to so many prob- 


lems. No longer should decisions ho 
made in executive session and without 
adequate public input 


"The time is past when rivalries be- 


tween public agencies, and decisions 
based on political expediency win deter- 
mine policy. I see the district not only as 
a technical and engineering agency, but 
also as a growing leader in vital, com- 
prehensive regional planning. By opening 
up its decision-making process, the dis- 
trict can also lead the way in building a 
newly responsive local governmental 
structure." 


Says Mrs. Anderson, "City and subur- 


ban residents alike, we'n an in this to- 
gether. Our governments have to do a 
far better job of cooperating instead of 
finger pointing. 


"I feel that the Metropolitan Sanitary 


District is especially important because 
of its unique responsibilities for both 
flood control and pollution abatement 
and can be the catalyst for preventing 
our going from environmental crisis to 
crisis." 


Mrs. Anderson concedes that such co- 


operation is not easily achieved, but she 
believes the MSD cau "provide in- 
centives" through liberal use of its au- 
thority and obligation to achieve stan- 
dards set by the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, and its authority to bar 
sewer hookups by local governments not 
meeting MSD standards. 


Both Mrs. Anderson and Mrs. Alter 


have long been active in Illinois politics 
and civic organizations. Mrs. Anderson 
was a delegate to the Sixth Constitutional 
Convention and served as a special con- 
sultant to the director of the Illinois De- 
partment of Local Government Affairs. 


Mrs. Alter is a co-founder of the Illi- 


nois Democratic Women's Caucus and 
has been a campaign organizer for John 
Kennedy, Hubert Humphrey, Lyndon 
Johnson, and senators Paul Douglas and 
Adlai Stevenson, among others. She is 
active in a number of conservation or- 
ganizations.

Aid Research 
At Argonne 


This fall Lake Michigan fishermen 


may catch name fish decorated in three 
brilliant colon. They can keep the fish, 
but scientists at the U.S. Atomic Energy 
^Commission's Argonne National Labora- 


tory want the decorations back. 


Brightly colored "tags"'arc being at- 


tached lo Lake Michigan (ish by Argonnc 
scientists in an attempt to determine the 
water temperature at which the fish 
spend most of their lives. 


Great Lakes researchers and -fish- 


ermen have noted that large numbers of 
fish congregate In the vicinity of warm 
water discharges from 
power plants 


along the lakcshorc. It is believed that 
many of these fish have migrated long 
distances and tend to remain In the area 
of the slightly warmer water. In an ex- 
periment to determine if fish do indeed 
prefer the warmer environment, Argonne 
scientists have developed a special tech- 
nique. 


RED, GltKEN and orange plastic 


tubes about four incites long and 1/8 inch 
In diameter arc being attached to fish 
netted in the vicinity of the Point Beach 
Nuclear Power Station, near Two Rivers, 
WUc. The scaled plastic tubes contain a 
small amount of thirmolunlncsccnt pow- 
der that fluorcscvs, when heated, after 
activation by a radiation source. 
. This fluorescence diminishes in direct 
relationship to temperature. In other 
words, the warmer the water in which 
the fish lives, the faster the powder will 
IMC its fluorescence. Thus, by calibrat- 
ing the role at which the fluorescence 
diminishes and knowing how long the 
tagged fish has been in the water, it is 
possible to determine accurately at what 
average water temperature the 
fish 


lived. 


Although the thormolumlriosccnt pow- 


der is exposed lo radiation in order to* 
make It fluorescc, the! tags arc not radio- 
active and poie no threat to the fish or 
anyone who may handle the tags. 


THE AHOONNE research team Is In- 


terested in retrieving as many of thcs'o 
fish tags as possible. Periodic sampling 
of the fish population will provide some 
return, and fish cnUflht by fishermen' at 
the Point Dcacli Nuclear Power Station 
fishing pier, will provide others. It' is 
hoped that sportsmen from throughout 
the Lake Michigan area will return any 
Ings that may be attached to fish they 
cntch.' Thcif assistance will aid the re- 
searchers In determining the distribution 
of the tagged fish and thus provide valu- 
able information for the overall study. 


The studies by Argonnc arc a part of 


the U.S. Atomic Energy Commission's 
overall program of research into prob- 
lem* of the environment. In particular 
they focus on the effects that thermal 
discharges from power plants sited along 
the shore of Lake Michigan may have on 
t|ic ecology of the lake.

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How To Get Around Paying Taxes .

What's the secret of making a lot of 


nfcney and not paying any Income tax? 


You've heard, perhaps, of the 106 tax- 


payers (or non-taxpayers) who reported 
adjusted gross Income of $200,000 or 
more in 1970, but paid no federal Income 
tax? Congressmen concerned with clos- 
ing tax loopholes have made a certain 
amount of noise about the disclosure. 


Now wo know how they did it. The 


cases Merc rsviewed at a meeting of tax 
men earlier this year by Edwin S. Cohen, 
then assistant secretary of the Treasury 
for tax policy (now undcr-sccrctary). Co- 
hen'* explanation! arc reported in a cur- 
rent publication of the American In- 
stitute of Certified Public Accountants. 


More than half of the 106 nonpayers — 


55 of them — had large deductions for 
Interest. They reported Income from 
dividends and interest averaging $300,000 
per person, and claimed deductions, for

Buying on margin, or using 
other borrowed money to buy securities, 
again is a method of "leveraging." It's 
doubtful that notes of sympathy are 
needed in any of these cases.

Secretary Of State: 


It is a race among clerks and adminis- 


trators, to a large degree. Professional 
bureaucrats and lifelong workers in the 
public \ioey«rds often seek offices sucb 
as these. But there also is the occasion- 
al public servant, the dispassionate ad- 
ministrator and the crusading attorney 
who attempt to make state government 
work on an efficient basis. 


Offered here are candidates for three 
statewide offices: Attorne> General. Sec- 
retan of State and the newly created 
post of Comptroller. 


Aside from William Scott and Mike 


Howlett, the names are not that familiar 
to the average \oter. But it is often these 
men who pla> the grealest role in the 
state's relationship to Its citizens. 


Howlett: Party Workhorse With 
'Spotless' Record As Auditor . . 


Since he announced his candidacy for 


the office of Secretary of State of Illinois, 
Slate Auditor Michael J. Howled has 
been touring the state, speaking on be- 
half of dozciu of other Democratic candi- 
dates and officeholders, speaking to doz- 
ens of issues, which may or may not 
have anything to do with the office he 
seeks. 


Out there Is really nothing new In that. 
Mike Hewlett has been doing It (or 


years. 


He has been a workhorse on the Demo- 


cratic Party since ho took office as state 
auditor In January, 1951. And he always 
Is welcome at appearances by candidates 
above and below him on the ticket, be- 
cause they love to associate with a public 
officeholder about whom they can boast 
an Increasingly rare commodity — a 
spotless record, free of any hint of scan- 
dal. 


Howlett has added that undisputed 


record to an early career of revealing 
deep scandals In state government to a 
tenure of nearly 12 years In the auditor's 
office. 


NEARLY TWO years ago, when Hewl- 


ett was gearing up for a campaign for 
governor that never really materialized, 
he was pointing out that only 11 other 
persons had served more years than he 
as an elected constitutional officer in Illi- 
nois. 


By the time he completes his third 


term in January, that number will have 
been reduced to five. 


Everybody who knows anything about 


Illinois politics knows about Mike Howl- 
ett, and In this campaign for secretary of 
state, he has depended largely upon that 
knowledge of the voters. 


His chief talking point is his record as 


an administrator. He repeatedly cites the 
fact that while state government has 
doubled Its personnel and quadrupled its 
budget since ho became auditor, his of- 
fice has taken on more work yearly and 
steadily reduced the number of workers 
there. 


He likes to point out that it costs less 


money now for each check written in his 
office than it did when he entered office 
In 1951. 


HE SELDOM speaks of It himself, but 


his campaign literature points out the 
scandals he uncovered before entering 
public office. In the, early 1950's, as an 
official of the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion, ho Instigated the investigation — 
under a Democratic governor — that un- 
covered massive peddling of horscmcat 
In the Chicago area. 


While running for auditor in 1956, he 


found the evidence of a $1 million em- 
bezzlement that sent his opponent, Re- 
publican Orvillc Hodge, to prison. 


It Is these things, and cost-reduction

laws for governmental auditing protec- 
tion, that Howlett cites when he runs for 
secretary of state. 


Throughout the campaign, Howlett has

He cites 
his record as an administrator — ef- 
ficient, honest, innovative, energetic, he 
soys. 


And he seems content that the people 


of Illinois believe that enough to elect 
him as they did in 1968, with the highest 
plurality of any Democratic candidate.

Edmund Kucharski has been around 


Cook County politics for a long time. 


The Republican candidate for Secre- 


tary of State, now 56, was first elected to 
the Chicago City Council in 1947. In 1952 
he was elected Clerk of the Superior 
Court of Cook County. In 1936, he became 
Rccqrder of Deeds. And in 1966 he was 
elected Cook County Treasurer. 


In between, he served as a Metropoli- 


tan Sanitary District Trustee and as un- 
dersheriff to Sheriff (now Gov.) Richard 
Ogilvie. He is now Cook County Republi- 
can Chairman. 


He was defeated in his one previous 


attempt at statewide office — when he 
ran for state treasurer in 1970 — and he 
candidly admits his race with Democrat 
Michael Howlett this year is "an uphill 
fight." 


Even so, he says, "I'm hoping to carry 


Cook County. I don't know of any other 
Republican who has been elected to Cook 
County office three times." 
' 


IN DISCUSSING his plans for the Sec- 


rctary of State's office, Kucharski, who 
now is assistant secretary of state under 
John Lewis, hits hard on his support for 
legislation for a state board of elections. 


The state election board, made up of 


equal numbers of Republicans and 
Democrats and one Independent, is "the 
only solution to vote fraud," according to 
Kucharski. 


"I've really come to grips with vote 


fraud as county chairman in Cook Coun- 
ty," he says. "Our problem with getting 


Republican judges in Chicago precincts 
is that they arc intimidated." 


The Secretary of State's office now is 


legally the guardian of state elections, he 
says, but has no investigative power. 
"With a state election board,- you'll have 
supervision that is uniform throughout 
the state and not have ttte city of Chi- 
cago running on election any way they 
want." 


KUCHARSKI ALSO emphasizes the 


progress made in the secretary of state's 
office since the Republicans took over 
from the late Paul Powell. 


"We have taken the office out of the 


patronage system except for the policy 
makers and the laborer," he says. "Our 
whole thought in mind is to profes- 
sionalize the office." 


In addition, he says, the GOP has be- 


gun opening driver testing stations one 
night a week until 8 p.m. and has central 
control of license plate processing. 


"We found carton after carton of li- 


cense plates with checks that had never 
been cashed," he says. "With central 
control license plates can't disappear as 
they did under Powell." 


The Republicans, he says, now have pi- 


lot programs underway that may cut the 
operating costs of the secretary of state's 
office below the level required by Pow- 
ell. 


In addition, Kucharski has proposed a 


15-point program for policies or goals he 
will have for the secretary of state's of- 
fice if he is elected.

Attorney General: 


Scott Exaggerates His Record As A Prosecutor Of Polluters, Challenger Lyons Says

It has been one of those campaigns In 


which the challenger has tried over and 
over to draw out the Incumbent with re- 
peated charges of political ambition and 
inflated claims — and the incumbent qui- 
etly going about his business Ignoring the 
whole thing. 


The challenger Is Democratic State 


Sen. Thomas G. Lyons of Chicago, and 
the Incumbent is Republican Atty. Gen. 
William J. Scott, former state treasurer. 


The campaign began with Lyons accus- 


ing Scott of exaggerating his achieve- 
ments as prosecutor of polluters through- 
out the state, both municipal 'and indus- 
trial offenders. Scott answered that only 
indirectly, sending out to news outlets 
throughout the state a massive summary 
of anti-pollution actions he has Instituted 
in four years In office, along with a re- 
port on their status. 


THE CLOSEST Lyons has come to a 


confrontation with Scott is in the answers 
to a questionnaire from United Press'In- 
ternational to both candidates. 


In that, Lyons charged: "The attorney 


general's office is responsible for the en- 
forcement of the Environmental Protec- 
tion Act of 1969 and there are numerous 
available remedies against polluters, in- 
cluding proceedings before the Pollution 
Control Board and lawsuits both in law 
and chancery. 


"Other remedies Include citation for 


contempt, liquidation for damages, fines 
and other such methods to compel com- 
pliance within law as the legal imagina- 
tion may deem appropriate. 


"None of the available remedies have 


been used by Atty. Gen. Scott with any 
noticeable effectiveness." 


Scott, naturally, differs with that view: 


"Since taking office,-I have fought to es- 
tablish in the courts and Legislature the 
fundamental obligation of those who use 
our air and water to conform to the high- 
est known level of pollution control tech- 
nology. 


"I have used this litigation to develop 


public awareness of the need to protect 
the basic elements of our environment 


and to press state, local and federal gov- 
ernmental units into taking action to pro- 
tect that which is common property of 
all the people. 


"I will continue to develop legal tools 


to resolve the conflicts between man and 
his environment." 
' 


BOTH HAVE charged the other with 


wanting to use the office of attorney gen- 
eral; for political purposes, and both are 
men of obvious political ambition. 


Scott has aspired to the U.S. senate 


and the governorship of Illinois and some 
believe he considered challenging Gov. 
Ogilvie In his party's primary election 
this year. Lyons has been elected twice 
to the State Senate and was a delegate to 
the Constitutional Convention last year. 


Lyons charges that Scott uses his office 


to further his political ambitions: "If Mr. 
Scott is reelected, he will presumably 
continue to use the office of attorney gen- 
eral as he has in the past, as a political 
power base, and a public relations appa- 
ratus." 


In reply, Scott quotes a Chicago news- 


paper article that contended that wher- 
ever Lyons is-"he would be an able and 
devoted champion of the Chicago Demo- 
cratic organization against all possible 
contenders, including the public inter- 
est." 


AMONG REFORMS that Lyons has 


said he will seek arc amendments to the 
Consumer Protection Act, which Scott 
contends he has used to eliminate numer- 
ous business frauds. 


Lyons has particularly singled out the 


need for legislation to eliminate "block- 
busting" and misrepresentations in the 
sale of real estate by which "Unsophisti- 
cated buyers" are sold homes at inflated 
prices. 


Scott has proposed an eight-point pro- 


gram for, what he hopes will be his sec- 
ond term in office, including seeking leg- 
islation which would allow the attorney 
general to prosecute violations of law by 
state and local officials and employes; 
inhibit collusive bidding on public con- 
tracts; to tighten regulations on fran- 
chise sellers,! and to strengthen the Con- 
sumer Protection Act.

Comptroller: 


Lindberg, Barringer Vie For What Could Become State's 'Second Most Powerful Office'

In January, 1972, the State of Illinois 


will Institute a new constitutional office, 
that of state comptroller. 


The office will replace the present posi- 


tion of state auditor of public accounts, 
and many of Its functions and procedures 
will be established by the first man elect-' 
edtoit. 


Seeking the post are two men, both 


seemingly well qualified, with basic varl- 
cnccs in their concept of the comptrol- 
ler's job. 


They are state Rep. George W. Lind- 


berg, 40, Crystal Lake'Republican, and 
Dean Barringer, dean of business affairs 
at Shawnce Junior College in Ullin, Pu- 
laski County. 


Lindberg, an attorney and licensed poly- 


graph (lie-deector) operator who au- 
thored the Financial Disclosure Act for 
public officials in Illinois, sees the office 
as primarily a watchdog office with em- 
phasis on investigation. 


Barringer, a professional educator with 


a background in accounting and. cost 
analysis, views the job more as an ad-' 
ministrative post in which the comptrol- 
ler would have the opportunity to cost 
government costs through sound business 
management. 


AMONG THE facets of the job yet to 


be settled by the state Legislature is the' 
salary it should command. 
{ 


Both men agree trie .salary should be 


higher* than the $30,000 currently paid 
state officers. Barringer puts the likely 
figure at "about $35,000," while Lindberg 
said it should be in the range of $40,000 
to $45,000. He explained the higher figure 
by citing a year-long campaign for the 
office, which he said makes his com- 
mitment to the office a five-year, rather 
than your-year, investment. 


"This could become the second most 


powerful office in the state," says Lind- 
berg, who concedes that he had wanted 
to run for secretary of state, but settled 
for the comptroller's campaign because 
of the potential of the office. 


One of the.primary tasks of the comp- 


troller, 'he said, would be to investigate 
'state contracts for which the ,office will 
issue payment. He believes an attorney 
should fill the post because a primary 
duty would be to refuse payment of bills 
in cases of irregularities, which he fore- 
sees will lead to considerable litigation. 


LINDBERG said that as part of the 


investigative function of the-off ice, he 
would secure the services of an "in- 
vestigative" architect and engineer to in- 
spect state contracts closely and deter- 
mine proper cost levels. 


Lindberg sees the new powers of the of- 


fice as enabling the comptroller to 
streamline the processing and payment 
of vouchers, resulting in savings of $20 to 
$30 million annually in penalties for late 
payment. 


He noted that the state is notoriously 


slow hi paying bills because of logjams 
of vouchers in contracting agencies. Be- 
cause vendors customarily must wait 60 
days to six months for payment, he said, 
they have legitimately de'veloped the 


practices-adding 10- per cent to bids to 
compensate for the delay. 


Under the new State Comptroller's Act, 


which Barringer helped author, he said 
the comptroller would have the authority 
to require duplicate vouchers sent to him 
at the-same time the contracting agency 
is billed. 


This would enable the comptroller's of- 


fice to ascertain, that contract require- 
ments have been .met and to pay the bill 
within 30 days, removing the necessity 
for the 10 per cent added charge.- 


Lindberg is a 1957 graduate'of the 


Northwestern University School of Law. 
He was legal counsel and vice president 
of the investigative firm of John E. Reid 
& Associates and was first elected to the 
Legislature in 1966. 
' Barringer holds a doctor of philosophy 
degree from Southern Illinois University, 
for a cost analysis study of programs in 
junior colleges in Illinois. Prior to joining 
Shawnee College in 1969, he was a teach-

IJboraliied provisions for mailing parcels 
to U S servicemen overseas 


Under the new "Jlilitary Mail Bill" 


»Uned Into law by Prctidcnt Nixon, the 
•SAM" <Space Available Mall) parcel 
addressed to military forces overseas 
may now weigh as much as 15 pounds. 
The previous weight limit was fixe 
pound* The size limit of 60 Inches length 
and 
girth 
combined 
has 
not been 


changed. 


Mailers of SAM parcels pay only the 


domestic parcel postage to U.S ports of 
embarkation for overseas military mall, 
principally New York, Seattle, and San 
Francisco. 


Other aectlon.1 of the law require airlift 


to armed forces post offices overseas of 
pnrcvU weighing more than 15 pounds 
but not exceeding 70 pounds where ade- 
quate surface transportation b not avail- 
able. 


Another liberalization of the military 


mnil provisions requires airlifting of par- 
cels not to exceed 70 pounds and up to 
100 Inches in length and girth combined 
from overseas armed forces post offices 
to other such post offices within the U S ,

Sim- 
ilar postage applies both ways for PAL 
parcels 


A PAL parcel mailed In Chicago, for 


example, to a sen iceman in Vietnam is 
airlifted to the West Coast port of embar- 
kation and from there on to Vietnam. 
The cost Is $1, plus the applicable domes- 
tic U S surface parcel post postage from 
Chicago to the West Coast. 


A PAL parcel mailed by a serviceman 


in Vietnam to his family in Chicago also 
costs $1, plus the applicable domestic 
surface postage from the West Coast port 
of debarkation to Chicago. 


Unlike domestic surface parcel mall 


within the U.S. (except Alaska and 
Hawaii) — for which a single suggested 
deadline of December 10 applies — the 
recommended latest dates for mailing of 
SAM and PAL parcels vary widely de-

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Toward the 


end of every national campaign, the 
people become surfeited with politics. 


"Surcease! Surcease!" the people cry. 


Or sometimes an odd-numbered days 
they hold up their hands and cry "De 
slst!" 


Even now if you stick your head out 


the nearest window, making certain first 
to raise the sash, I'm sure you can hear 
people crying "Surcease!" or "Desist!" 


When \ve hear people crying out in this 


manner we realize something is wrong 
with our politlcalsystem. And this week 


That someone, not surprisingly, is 


without political system. And this week 
— may the bluebird of happiness lay on 
egg in his beer! — someone has finally 
figures out where the fault dwells. 


Mike Mansfield, one of the Montana 


Mnnsficlds, who as Democratic leader of 
the Senate, has seen more than his share 
of political defects. 


SPEAKING IN Helena, Mansfield said 


presidential 
and 
congressional 
cam- 


paigns "are entirely too long." 


"They become too boring from con- 


stant repetition. They cost too much and 
they wear out the candidates and the 
people," he added, suggesting that cam- 
paigns be limited to three or four weeks. 


Yea, and verily. Even limiting cam- 


paigns to three or four months would be 
an improvement. Or, in some instances, 
to three or four years. 


But recognizing the need for such re- 


form is a long way from bringing it 
about. 


In his book "Eternity, Infinity and oth- 


er Political Disorders," Dr. Lulgi V. 
Populi argues that reliance on voluntary 
guidelines to shorten campaigns Is use- 
less. 


"The jawboning technique won't stop 


politicians from beating their gums," he 


says, "we need legislation with teeth in 
it." 


Populi advocates setting aside certain 


periods of the year for political activity. 


"Any candidate caught violating these 


restrictions would be arrested for cam- 
paigning out of season," he writes. 


It Is obvious, however, that strict con- 


trols would be difficult if not Impossible 
to enforce. They merely would drive can- 
didates underground and lead to an in- 
crease in surreptitious campaigning. 


YOU STILL would have electioneering 


on every street corner, including cheap 
rallies of the type known as "Saturday 
night specials." 


I say forget about controls and concen- 


trate on eliminating the basic causes of 
long campaigns. Putting It another way: 
Campaigns don't bore people; candidates 
bore people. 


Develop programs to keep politicians 


usefully occupied and the problem will 
largely solve itself.

State College Tuitions On The Rise 
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by PATRICIA McCORMACX 


NEW YORK (UPI) -State colleges 


and universities, once truly big bargains 
in higher education, are reporting in- 
creases In charges. They have a long 
way to go before catching up with the 
private universities and colleges — 
which run to $3/000 to 91,000 and more a 
year — so they're still a good buy on the 
sheepskin tralL 


A survey conducted by the American 


Association of State Colleges and Univer- 
sities AAS-CU shows the median cost of 
tuition, room and board went up 3 per 
cent for student* who are state residents 
and 8.5 per cent for out-of-statc students 
over the 1971-72 academic year. 


There arc 202 AASCU members, with 


the District of Columbia Teachers Col- 
lege reporting the lowest state resident 


tuition, $70 a year, and Empire State Col- 
lege in New York charging the highest 
resident tuition, $1,101 a year. 


The median tuition for the schools par- 


ticipating In the survey is $435 per year 
for state residents and $1,264 for non- 
residents. Median means half charge 
more and half charge less. Room and 
board charges average $920 a year. 


The association figures that the aver- 


age cost of attending a state college or 
university for this academic year is 
$1,304 fur residents and $2,087 for non- 
residents. 


The association said state colleges and 


universities in the Southeast experienced 
the greatest hike in student costs. In- 
stitutions in the Middle Atlantic states 
are the most expensive for resident stu- 
dents, but their non-resident costs are 


not as high as the institutions in the 
western United States. The association 
said the latter are the most expensive for 
non-residents to attend. 


Institutions queried by the association 


Indicated varying reasons for their cost 
Increases. The greatest percentage — 29 
per cent — chalked up the hikes to in- 
flation. Twenty-three per cent said the 


increases were to maintain quality; 14 
per cent said they were caused by action 
by state legislatures; in 13 per cent the 
hikes were traced to salary increases. 
Twelve per cent said increases were 
called for since no other funding was 
available. 


Four per cent said the Increases were 


to cover added staff and faculty.

At night, when most of the 'menace' 


had passed, the kids on our block would 
play In an empty lot The passing game 
was confined to a small area near a 
lamppost, while fakes on running plays 
worked better in the darkened areas. 


If you could throw • football pretty 


well, and If the kid* started calling you 
".Sid" or "Mr. I.uckman." you felt on top 
of the world when you packed up your 
gear and headed home for another night. 


For our group In Evanston, "Sid" or 


"Mr. Luckman" was the greatest, abso- 
lutely the greatest football player in the 
world. Who was Sammy Bough? Heck, 
he wasn't in the same class with Sid 
Luckman, our No. 42. All you had to do 
was ask any kid on the block. 


Nostalgia Is big these days. People are 


looking back, remembering those times 
that often have a bittersweet flavor. Re- 
vivals of those periods arc swirling 
across the nation like a runaway Hula- 
Hoop. 


Perhaps It's only fitting then, as people 


do take more time to examine the past, 
that a famous name from the 1940s 
should be linked with a name from the 
present at the first Paddock Publications 
Pro Sports Club Luncheon for 1972-73.

Ilalas* mind, was always "Mr. Quarter- 
back." the finest of his position In the 
game's history. "Luckman never called 
a wrong play in his career." Halas has 
often said. 


Yet Sid Luckman and the Chicago 


Bean would never have been joined ex- 
cept for the persistence of Halas, always 
a very shrewd operator. What George 
Halas wanted, George Halas usually got 


"When we selected Sid in December of 


1938, be lacked enthusiasm. He had nev- 
er been west of Buffalo, and he thought 
Chicago was cowboy and Indian coun- 
try," Halas said later. 


Luckman wanted to enter the trucking 


business with his brothers, but Halas was 
determined. George was convinced by 
scouting reports that Luckman could be- 
come the ideal quarterback for the new 
T formation that he and Clark Shaugh- 
nessy hod designed. 


The Bears had kept a record on Luck- 


man from the time he starred at 
Erasmus High School • in Brooklyn in 
1934, through his three exceptional var- 
sity seasons at Columbia University, 
where he dazzled on the attack. 
I 


Luckman was Intelligent, deft with his 


hands, a good runner, and an exceptional 
passer. Ilalas continued the negotiations 
by mall, and Luckman finally consented. 
It was to be an enjoyable association for 
both player and coach that continues to- 
day. 


At first Luckman's progress was un- 


steady and discouraging. The pivots and 
handoffs gave him the most trouble. His 
awkwardness caused confusion in the 
backfield. 


"I was always a tailback in high school 


and Columbia," Luckman recalls today. 
"And when I first joined the Bears I 
learned the left halfback assignments. 
Before I reported to the College All-Star 
team, I spent lots of time with Coach 
Halas going over the plays. When I final- 
ly reported to the Bears, I had a pretty 
good mental picture of what the left half 
had to do. 


"When I was switched to quarterback, 


I had the advantage of knowing what the 
left half should do — when to send him In 
motion and that sort of thing. But the 
business of taking the ball under center 
and handing it off to the ball carrier was 
puzzling. I had a horrible time with the 
pivots. Finally, I started practicing them 
at home. Every day I would spend hours 
in my room spinning and pivoting and 
practice handling the ball." 


Sid Luckman enjoyed many spectacu- 


lar afternoons In a career with the Bears 
that eventually led to Hall of Fame se- 
lection In 1965. He was all-league for sev- 
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en straight years and threw for 139 
touchdowns in his 12 seasons. He tossed 
28 touchdown passes In 1M3 and had 
scoring aerials in 19 consecutive games. 


With Luckman at the controls the 


Bears won NFL titles in 1940, 1941, 1943 
and 1948. From midway in the 1941 sea- 
son until midway through 1943, the Bears 
were undefeated 
in 24 consecutive 


games. 


Three afternoons stand out in those 12 


exciting years, three Sundays they still 
talk about today. Sid Luckman vividly 
remembers those games. 


Late in the 1940 season the Bears 


played Washington. It was a brutal game 
of primitive savagery. Washington went 
into the closing minutes with a tenuous 
7-3 lead and Luckman was leading a fi- 
nal gallant assault to the goal line. He 
thought he had the winning touchdown 
when he fired a pass to Bill Osmanski in 
the end zone, but a Redskin had a stran- 


glehold on Osmanski — or so the Bears 
claimed. They screamed and ranted but 
the officials refused to call interference. 
The Bears went wild. 


"Crybabies," shouted George Preston 


Marshall, the owner of the Redskins. 
"The Bears are front-runners. They're 
not a second half team. They're quit- 
ters." 


Halas treasured every word. He saved 


all the clippings and posted them on the 
bulletin board in the clubhouse. The 
Bears' reaction to the clippings scared 
him as they prepared for the champion- 
ship game with this same Redskin team. 


"I've overplayed my hand," he con- 


fided to assistant Luke Johnsos. "These 
guys are so mad they'll be too busy try- 
ing to kill the Redskins instead of beat- 
ing them at football. I've got to calm 
them down." 


Halas did it with a work load. He and 


his staff studied the movies and so did 


the players. Every play, was analyzed, in 
every detaiL But all plans were pre- 
dicated on one huge gamble. This was an 
era when defenses were confined to a 
few simple alternatives and not the com- 
plex, highly intricate and involved ma- 
chinations that two-platoon football de- 
mands. 


"I'm gambling that the Redskins don't 


change their defense," said Halas to 
Luckman before the game. "No coach 
has ever changed a winning defense. 
There's one way to find out. On the first 
play I want you to send George McAfee 
inside right tackle. If he defenses are the 
same, turn Osmanski loose." 


Luckman sent McAfee bursting inside 


tackle on the first play after the klckoff. 
George gained eight yards. Luckman re- 
calls how be was smiling when he re- 
turned to the huddle. 


"Same defense, fellows," he said. They 


all smiled now. 


It was 28-0 at halftime. The Bears led 


54-0 after three periods. When they 
scored their eleventh touchdown, Red 
Friesell, the referee, came racing over to 
Halas on the sidelines. 


"George," he said, "I'm in a jam. The 


fans have kept every football kicked into 
the stands after each conversion. This is 
the last one we have. Would you mind 
asking your boys not to kick the extra 
point but to run or pass for it?" 


Halas obliged. The Bears won 73-0. 


They had intercepted eight" passes and 
held mighty Washington to three yards 
rushing. Ten different men scored touch- 
downs. 


"I remember," said Luckman, "that

when the score was 50-8. one of our p1a>- 
ers said. This Is ridiculous, Klllonc beat- 
Ing them so bad. Let's not score any 
more.' The other guys were so hopped up 
about the game, even with this score, 
that they Jumped on him for having the 
nerve to talk that way." 


Three.years later Luckman enjoyed a 


game that also ranks high on his list of 
football memories. It was Nov. 14, 1943 
and it was' Sid Luckman Day in New 
York's Polo Grounds. The New York 
fans had gathered to pay tribute to one 
of their own, for Luckman was born in 
the Williamsburg section of Brooklyn. 


It was a typical athlete's day of gifts 


and praise. It was not a typical athlete's 
performance on his own special day. 
Luckman was fantastic. He threw a 
record seven touchdown passes, setting 
the mark with No. 7'late in the fourth 
period. End Hamp Pool cut behind the 
defenders and raced into the end zone, 
leaped forward, in desperation, and 
caught the pass for the score. 


"It was strictly luck," Luckman re- 


called. "All I could think of, when that 
seventh touchdown pass went in, was the 
day I saw Lou Gehrig hit four home runs 
at Yankee Stadium." 


The Bears beat New York, 56-7, and 


Luckman completed 21 passes for 433 
yards. 


Luckman then was. at the top of his 


trade, a master at his job. An over- 
exuberant owner offered to trade his en- 
toe team to Halas for Luckman so he 
wuld rebuild around the quarterback. 


Sid Luckman had many great games 


after that 1943 spectacular, but in 1949, 
as he struggled against age and a thy- 
roid condition, Johnny Lujack took over 
as the first-string quarterback. Luckman 
retired in 1950 and today is a highly-suc- 
cessful businessman. 


The presence of Luckman and Bobby 


Douglass at the Herald's first Pro Sports 
Club Luncheon of the season will give 
football fans a chance to relive the past, 
a memorable past for the Bears, and dis- 
cuss the present, a promising time 
thanks to recent developments.

Today's Humor 


Instant Laughs Or 
A Performer's Dead 


by II. D. QUIGG 


NEW YORK (UPI) - What has hap- 


pened to funny stuff In America? Where 
has it all gone? There don't seem to be 
any gags being passed around among 
friends or on the streets. Thigh-slapping 
«torlcs, once In bountiful supply, have 
dwindled down to a precious few. 


You don't have people like Fred Allen 


going to the West Coast and remarking 
hi conversation: "California Is a tine 
place to live, If you're an orange." 


Or Robert Bcnchlcy, who had a run- 


ning bonhomie with his bonk, paying off 
at a party at 4 o'clock one morning and 
signing the check: "Dear bank, having 
wonderful time, wish you were here. 
Bob." 


Or Joe Frisco, tho stuttering comic, 


taking o friend to his hotel room and 
phoning the desk clerk: "I have a 
c-c-complalnt. There's t-t-two people in 
this proem and only one B-B-Blblc." 


This kind of compulsive Joviality, ac- 


cording to pulsetakcrs of the droll, seems 
to be In deep doldrums. A sort of boffo 
downswing. The general tendency is to 
blame the harsh times for this — the 
parlous state of the world and the brutal- 
ity upswing begetting a humorless mood. 


SAM LBVENSON, the comedian, who 


Is writing a book about the change in 
eras, disagrees with this theory. He says 
the trouble lies with the tremendous 
quickening in the tempo of living. 


"I'll tell you the reason you near fewer 


gags on the streets," he said. "People1 
don't talk to each other. They're too 
busy. Then they go borne and have a 
quick dinner and sit and stare at tele- 
vision for three hours. When there is no 
dialogue, now are you going to get joke- 


f 


telling among people?" 


"There's a general impatience. I don't 


see people sitting down and chatting any 
more. People have no patience with hu- 
mor. You get a man on TV who's telling 
a Joke, and if he's not getting a laugh 
before 10 seconds, people think it's dead- 
ly. Will Rogers in his day could stand 
and think that long, without saying a 
word. 


"Today a performer has to get a yak 


every four, seconds to be in tempo. This 
is not really a humorists' era. It's a gag 
writers' era. It's flash humor — instant 
laughs." 


DESPITE THE GRAVE times, Leven- 


son soys the material is still there to be 
made fun of: "Human life has never 
changed. Man has always been up the 
creek. But the attention span Is getting 
shorter." 


So where is humor going? The way of 


the chicken In the supermarket. It comes 
in parts rather than the whole chicken. 
Humorists need to go into depth to dis- 
course on a subject. 


"The fragmentation of the animal 


kingdom Is in the supermarket," Leven- 
son said. "Chicken by parts — you buy 
14 breasts, five legs. I call It Picasso 
poultry. You buy fish by parts. You pick 
the Ten Commandments by parts. I say: 
•I'll take the commandments with no 
"nots" in them.'" 


"You can't get greatness with Just 


parts'— not great humor. The contempo- 
rary prayer is': Dear Lord, grant me the 
gift of patience — and r want it now. 
This is part of the whole problem. The 
punch line has to be now." 


Okay, so how's this for a punch.line:_ 


Slow down — and laugh! 


of the University of California, the organ- 
izer of this collection, writes that the

mately one-half of the works shown. 


Monumental in scale and power, the 


hanging forms of Magdalene Abakanow- 
icz of Poland and Jagoda Buic of Yugo- 
slavia are three-dimensional and Dorian 
Zachai of New Hampshire weaves double 
cloth into her figural shapes. 


The works of Olga de Amaral of Co- 


lombia, Shelia Hicks, an American resid- 
ing in Paris, pd Claire Zeisler of Chi- 
cago are scaled to define space archi- 
tectually. Precise thread-wrapped coils or 
woven strips plaited together provide the 
structural density for these hanging 
pieces.

Shepard Traube Again Director 


The Resurrection Of 'Angel Street'

Following a brief run in London, Eng- 


land, the Victorian thriller by Patrick 
Hamilton, "Angel Street," opened on 
Broadway in New York. The dote was 
Dec. 5,1941. 


Reviews of the production that starred 


Vincent Price, Judith Evelyn and Leo G. 
Carroll ran the following day. And then 
on Dec. 7, 1941, history received a beat- 
Ing with the bombing of Pearl Harbor. 


Yet, despite the unfortunate timing for 


tne play's opening, "Angel Street" re- 
tained its billing on Broadway's marquee 
for three years. Shepard Traubc received 
the "best director" award for the year 
1941 from the New York drama critics. 


The same Shepard Traube is currently 


in the northwest suburban area to direct 
the resurrection of "Angel Street" which 
opens next Thursday at Arlington Park 
Theatre. The plot is the same ... a psy- 
chological drama about a wife whose 


criminal husband is trying to drive her 
Insane. 


BUT THE STAGING is different and so 


is the cast that stars Joseph Cnm- 
panella and Margaret Phillips. 


It was partly the challenge of change 


that made Shepard Traube, who hasn't 
been near the play In more than 25 
years, accept directorship of the local 
production. 


"Do you want a good story or do you 


want me to answer honestly," replied the 
veteran director when asked was he tru- 
ly excited about staging "Angel Street" 
again? 


"I don't get excited about anything 


anymore. Yes, I am enormously stimu- 
lated by this. But my days of being an 
impetuous young enthusiast happened 
way back," said Traube who launched 
his career in the late twenties. 


"I decided to do this for two reasons," 


he continued. "I like periodically to get 
out of New York. I enjoy it when some- 


thing comes up to take me away from 
the home scene. My wife said go to it. 
And staging 'Angel Street' in-the-round 
really set me to wondering if it could be 
done. 


"IF IT HAD been a poscdium theater, 


I probably would have said no thank 
you." 


"I like to keep learning," said the di- 


rector who is in his mid-sixties. "I am 
absolutely delighted to be here. It's like 
a refresher course in theater. I've found 
solutions to everything and I've adjusted 
right away." It was not a boast but rath- 
er a commentary based on his long years 
of theatrical experience. 


"Also," he added, "I've 
had some 


black thoughts about what's happening to 
theater in New York. It's not very ac- 
tive. The amount of productions is dimin- 
ishing. 


"But since being here I've a more opti- 


mistic view. I see theater continuing all 
year round and an abundance of first 


class actors in town ... and believe me, 
my standards are very high. They have 
to be." 


"We're creating a culture revolution," 


he declared. 


"The rise of suburban theaters and the 


wealth of new actors and directors has to 
help to stimulate New York'theater," he 
continued. "Theater still needs New 
York. It needs a mecca." 


TUAUBE'S CREDITS also include di- 


rceting motion pictures. He has been in 
Hollywood but considers his most impor- 
tant movie work the 35 orientation films 
he directed while in the Army.

both graduates of Harvard University,

The strangest part of the whole thing is 


that the Avon representatives seem una- 
ware of the furor caused by the products 
packaging they sell. Almost to a woman; 
among those to whom I have spoken, 
they have never heard of the clubs and 
have no Idea of the active exchange go- 
Ing on among collectors. Of course, the 
representatives would be in a key posi- 
tion to corner the market on current is- 
sues and could easily make the switch 
from seller to hoarder. 


Personally, this branch of collecting 


doesn't appeal to me, but as-1 have said 
many times before, without much origi- 
nality but with more conviction every 
day, "To each his own!"

Harry Chopin has written one of the 


more brilliant songs of the year. It Is 
"Sniper." the title song from his "Sniper 
and Other Love Songs" album (Elektra 
EKS-73042). 


In Just under 10 minutes of electrifying 


song, Chapln tells of the incident at the 
university of Texas where a sniper shot 
37 persons. But, although the song Is a 
narrative. It is not your ordinary, simple 
talc. Rather it is a very complex web of 
three viewpoints — that of the historian, 
that of a psychological investigator and 
that of the sniper himself. Not only do we 
learn what happened, but we are also 
Riven an insight into why it may have 
happened and to what the sniper was 
thinking during those few hours.

Chopin's music for the tale is as dra- 


matic as the story. The music at times 
rises in intensity so that it forces one to 
listen. 


KOIt THE ONE song alone, the album 


would be worth a position high en this 
year's best record list. Yet, the remain- 
der U of a very high quality too. 


There are two happy, up-tempo songs 


— "Sunday Morning Sunshine" and 
"Circle," the latter having been written 
for a children's television show in which 
Chopin's brother, Tom, stars. The lyrics 
arc bright: "1'vo found you a thousand 
times, I guess you've done the same. But 
then we lose each other, it's just like a 
children's gome. And as I see you here 
again, the thought runs through my 
mind: our love is like a circle, let's go 
'round one more time." 


In "Woman Child" Chapln tells of a 


one-nlghtcr that eventually leads to an 
abortion and a doctor's words: "That's 
that. Go home and toko a nap. It's just a 
two hundred dollar mishap." 


ON TUB WHOLE, this album is superi- 


or to Chopin's first, "Heads & Talcs 
(Elektra EKS-75023). But that album 
Isn't too bad by Itself. It contains the im- 
probable hit "Taxi" that brought Chapln 
to the public's eye earlier this year and 
another brilliant narrative song, "Dog- 


town." This song tells of the lives and 
anguish of fishermen's wives in a small 
New England seaport 


In both albums, Chapln Is ably assisted 


by Tim Scott on cello, Ron Palmer on 
lead guitar and harmony vocals, and 
John Wallace on electric bass. 
• • • 


Take 35 or so talented people together 


to produce, engineer and play in- 
struments on an album and what do you 
get? It's not always necessarily good, es- 
pecially when the main singer doesn't do 
much other than to mouth the lyrics 
someone has handed him. 


DAVID CASSIDY'S "Rock Me Baby" 


(Bell 1109) is such a failure and it is 
mainly due to his sterile performance. 
Even an alley cat puts feeling into his 
howling. And as for Cassldy's juvenile 
cheapshots, such as the suggestive cover, 
well they speak for him very well. This 
kid just isn't ready for the blgtime yet. 


Sterility is definitely not a character- 


istic of Bob Seeger's "Smokin' O.P.'s" 
(Palladium P-1006), which is a churning 
collection of nine heavy tunes. 


Although he's been rockin* since 1964, 


Sceger is a relative unknown across the 
country. He's been big in Detroit, Boston, 
Florida and Washington, D.C., and pri- 
marily operates out of the Motor City. 
This album Is his first real threat to 
break into n national rock star. 


WHAT SEEGER is about is aptly ex- 


plained In the album's last cut called 
"Heavy Music." It features a throbbing 
bass, a nasty guitar line, drumming and 
lyrics like, "Doncha ever feel like goin' 
i n s a n e — W h e n the drums begin to 
pound/Ain't there ever been a time in 
your life/You couldn't believe what the 
band was putlln' down." 


Other highlights of this good rock 'n' 


roll album are versions of "Bo Dlddley," 
"Love the One You're With" and "If I 
Were a Carpenter." 


Another rocker who has just made it 


big with a single called "Rock and Roll 
Part 2" is Gary Glitter. "Glitter" is the 
name of his first album (Bell 1108) and It 
certainly does. Man, this is primitive 
rock — complete with fuzzy guitar line. 
Wow. 


Best of the thumpers are his new 


single, "I Didn't Know I Loved You (Till 
I Saw You Rock and Roll), and classics 
like "The Wanderer," "Donna," "Baby 
Please Don't Go," "School Day" and 
"The Clapping Song." Oh yeah, there's 
an occasional heavy breath thrown in 
too.

A few. There's no question about the 


noise level having gone up by at least 
four times In the last 20 years (jet plan- 
es, trucks, mowers, air conditioners and 
so on) and Is expected to go higher. 
Forest Service tests in Nebraska Indicate 
there Is a S-to-10 decibel drop (that's a 
good deal) with a screen of tall, dense 
trees. But they have to be evergreens to 
give year-round protection. Moreover, 
trees should be 15 to 20 feet high to offer 
any value whatever. It seems to me you 
havo few alternatives.

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DEAR DR. LAMB — I would like to 


tell you of ray mental problems. I had a 
near fatal heart attack three yean ago. 
Eighteen months later. I could hardly 
put one foot ahead at the other. My car- 
diologist did a dye test on my heart to 
determine if and where I had a blocked 
artery. 


The dye test caused a blood clot above 


my right ankle. It was removed by a suc- 
tion machine up through my groin. I 
could not be given any sedatives due to 
my heart condition and I went through 
very much pain — so, I don't plan to 
ever have another dye test 


I did have a blocked artery, the main 


one over the front of my heart. My doc- 
tor advised me to have open heart sor- 
cery. He said I didn't have a chance to 
live another year without surgery. He ex- 
plained a vein would be removed from 
my left leg and sewed to the artery to 
bypass the clogged artery. 


I decided to have it. as I still have 


young children. I am a 43-year-old fe- 
male. I went to Houston, Texas for the 
surgery. Everything went wrong. My 
heart stopped on the table before my 
chest was opened — so that called for 
quick action to get it open. The sur- 
geon massaged my heart until the heart- 
lung machine could be set up. 


THE SURGEON DID not know how 


long my heart stopped without blood cir- 
culation. He was afraid I might have 
brain damage. However, I went Into a 
coma which lasted eight days. I cannot 
tell you about the horrible dreams I went 
through. 


I am doing fairly well now. and take 


medUslo* for my heart and to control 
skipping of the heart. My problem Is I 
can't shake the bad dreams. The surgeon 
told my husband I would have loss of 
memory, that I should forget ii all and 
not talk about It. I am nervous and can- 
not hold anything In. I feel I just have to 
talk about It. I am worried about myself 
and sometlems I have chest pain. I have 
fought hard to live. I had pneumonia the 
fourth day and didn't know where the 
next breath was coming from. Can you 
understand what I went through?

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Leaders Of Both Parties Believe Republicans To Win

A UPI survey ot 16 key Illinois coun- 


ties shows that political leaden of both 
parties believe Republicans have a good 
chance of winning four of the five top 
statewide races, Including governor, In 
Tuesday's election. 


UPI found for Instance, thai moit 


Democrat* were willing to concede pri- 
vately that Sen. George McCovern has 
little chance Inn Illinois. The local leaders 
have virtually written off Roman Pa- 
cuukl, candidate for tho U.S. Senate, and 


attorney general candidate Thomas G. 
Ljons. 


But some Democrats held out hope 


that gubernatorial candidate Daniel J. 
Walker could ease by Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie, even though Walker has slipped 
behind In pro-election public opinion 
polls. Some thought that Democrat Dean 
BarrlnRcr was leading In the race for 
comptroller. 


UPI Interviewed county chairmen, pol- 


iticians and political observers in the IB 
Illinois counties in which 77 per cent ot 
the state's registered voters live. 


Republicans were nearly unanimous in 


predicting that President Nixon, Sen. 
Charles H. Percy and Atty. Gen. William 
J. Scott will win easily, that Ogilvie will 
squeeze by and that comptroller candi- 
date George Lindberg will ride in on 
GOP coat tails. 


REPUBLICANS SAID their weakest 


candidate is Edumund J. Kucharskl, nho 
is running for secretary of state against 
Democratic Auditor Michael J. Hewlett. 
It would take a Nixon landslide plurality 
of 500,000 votes or more to elect Kuch- 
arski, they said. 


In the governor's race, they said, 


Ogilvie will be aided by the expected 
heavy vote for Nixon, Percy and Scott. 
Illinois has not voted for a governor and 
a president from different parties since 
1944, they pointed out.

Hail U.S.-Russian Trade Agreement

American business Is moving swiftly to 


take advantage of the new trade agree- 
ment between the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 


Latest to Join the parade arc two of the 


nation's largest banks, the First National 
City and the Chase Manhattan. The for- 
mer Is discussing the possblllty of open- 
Ing a full branch In the Soviet Union with 
the right to accept deposits denominated 
in rubles. 


The Chase, which handled a large part 


of the financing of the recent $1 billion 
grain deal between the two nations, has 
applied to open a representative office in 
Moscow to seek further financing op- 
portunities.

Soviets agreed to settle for $722 million 
their World War II lend-lease debt to the

Link Viet Peace To 'Powers'

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The work- 


ability of the proposed Vietnam peace 
agreement obviously depends In large 
part on the good faith of the major pow- 
ers whose pressures made it possible — 
the United States, Russia and China. 


Unless the Big Three are willing and 


able to ensure that their respective "pro- 
teges" in Vietnam adhere to the terms 
with reasonable fidelity, the chances for 
a peaceful solution In South Vietnam and 
stability elsewhere In Southeast Asia are 
remote. 


The White House appears convinced 


that Russia and China, each with Its own 
reasons for wanting to improve relations 
with tho United States, can be counted 
upon to pressure Hanoi and the Viet 
Cong to follow the script. Tho United 
States has tho task of keeping the Saigon 
government from throwing a monkey 
wrench In tho machinery. 


THE CESSATIONS OF American mili- 


tary action, followed by simultaneous 
withdrawal of U.S. troops and release of 
American prisoners of war, is the sim- 
plest part of the agreement and one 
which Is of paramount interest to the 
American public. 


However, even this depends upon the 


maintenance of a reasonably successful 
cease-fire in South Vietnam for 60 days. 
That Is why President Nixon Is deter- 
mined to nail down arrangements for the 
composition and installation of an inter- 
national supervisory group before the 
United States signs an agreement. 


His concern is understandable in view 


of the terrific task of preserving a rea- 
sonable semblance of a cease-fire in a 
strife-torn country with no clearly de- 
fined front line and with the question of 
just who controls some areas in contin- 
uing dispute. 


The difficulties of achieving ultimate 


peace, once a cease-fire Is in effect, are 
manifest in the complicated political-mil- 
itary scenario which Saigon and the Viet 
Cong are supposed to follow in the pur- 
suit of a unified government. 


The coalition Reconciliation Council — 


made up of Saigon, Viet Cong and "neu- 
tralist Vietnamese," has been roundly 
criticized by South Vietnamese President 
Nguyen Van Thlcu as "a coalition gov- 
ernment" — something he has said he 
would never accept. The United States 
contends it is simply an "administrative 
group" to over-sec Salgon-Viet Cong ne- 
gotiations for elections to determine the 
will of the people. 


SINCE THE COALITION can act only 


by unanimous vote, Thieu's fears would 
appear groundless. This three-segment 
formula, when applied after the Geneva 
agreements of 1954 and 1962, has proven 
— because of the veto power of each seg- 
ment — to be in reality nothing more 
than a "formula for paralysis." 


It is difficult to see how progress to- 


ward a political solution can be made 
unless Washington, Peking and Moscow 
intervene to break the deadlocks which 
are bound to develop. 


The United States took advantage of 


the bitter Ideological and geographic dis- 
pute between Russia and China, playing 
one against the other in such a manner 
as to make It worthwhile for Peking and 
Moscow to begin a process of solid rap- 
proachmcnt with Washington. Moscow 
and Peking were then persuaded to bring 
pressure on Hanoi to accept a com- 
promise settlement. 


The result, the administration seems to 


feel, makes it inevitable that the Rus- 
sians and Chinese in the Interest ot pur- 
suing far greater issues of long-term im- 
portance will do everything they can to 
sec that a stable solution emerges in 
Southeast Asia.

POLAND. ROMANIA and Yugoslavia 


had been the only Communist nations up 
to now to receive such treatment. 


Lending strong support to government 


moves to ease trade restrictions against 
Communist nations has been the CED, 
the Committee for Economic Devel- 
opment consisting of 200 American busi- 
ness leaders and educators. 


The committee led the way In urging 


the government to establish conditions 
including government-supported credits, 
which would enable American business 
to catch up with western Europe and Ja- 
pan in trade with Communist nations. 


The committee noted that In 1971 the 


six European Common Market nations 
did more than 10 times as much business 
with the East as did the United States. 


A reort put together by the committee 


acknowledged problems but contended 
that, rather than endangering U.S. secur- 
ity, the effect would be the opposite since 


"trading partners tend to achieve mu- 
tually beneficial economic gains and thus 
develop a greater stake In settling politi- 
cal dispute peacefully." 


A basic problem, the report noted, was 


that under the Communist system, prices 
are set in accordance with government 
objectives rather than on a basis of ac- 
tual cost. 


THE U.S.-SOVIET agreement recog- 


nized the same problem in Soviet assur- 
ances against dumping goods on the U.S. 
market with possible injury to American 
firms. 


U.S. world trade now comes to about $40 


billion annually, and U.S.-Communist 
trade Is not expected to become a major 
factor soon. U.S.-Sovlet trade is pre- 
dicted to reach $1 billion by 1980. 


N A possible block in the way of the new 
U.S-Soviet accord is the special educa- 
tion tax levied by the Russians against 
Jews wishing to emigrate to Isarel. In- 
dications are that the tax may be drasti- 
cally reduced or quietly abandoned alto- 
gether.

At Schaumburg And Plum Grove Roads 
Five 16-Story Buildings 
Part Of 1,900-Unit PUD 


Plans for a development including five 


16-story condominium buildings were 
presented Wednesday to the Schaumburg 
Zoning Board of Appeals. 


Dunbor Homes, Inc., Chicago, re- 


quested the reionlng of 92 acres north of 
Schaumburg Road on both sides of Plum 
Grove Road, to allow the construction of 
a planned unit development (PUD). 


The land is presently zoned for mul- 


tiple-family (R-6) and general business 
(D-3) uses. Dunbar has asked to rezone 
the land to business (B-2), requesting a 
special use permit to construct the PUD. 


As outlined, the project would contain 


1,900 dwelling units, at a density of 20.6 
units per acre. 


ALL OP THE units would be on an 


ownership basis. Plans include 228 bl-lcv- 
el townhouse units; 232 condominium 
units, four to a building; 208 con- 
dominium units in two and three-story 
buildings; and 432 condominium units in 
six-story buildings. 


The five 10-story buildings will contain 


800 units. 


The primarily two and three-bedroom 


units would generate 437 children attend- 
ing school in Schaumburg Township Dist. 
54, said Bruce Krlvlskcy, a land planner 
hired by Dunbar. 


Prices of the units would range from 


$24,730 to $35,000, with the high-rise units 
bringing the highest price. 


A C C O R D I N G TO Krlvlskcy, open 


space in the development would total 5S.5 
per cent The total parking provided 
would be 4,483 spaces in surface lots 
and underground garages. 


In addition to the residential units, a 


six-acre convenience shopping center, lo- 
cated at the intersection of Plum Grove 
and Schaumburg roads is planned, Krl- 
vlskcy said. An interior mini-mall is also 
planned for the center, he added. 


A three-level enclosed parking garago 


would be built beneath the five high-riso 
buildings, Krivlskcy said. The partially 


underground garage,, with 1,650 parking 
spaces, would also contain storage space 
and a few convenience shops, be added. 


The top level of the garage would be a 


recreation deck with swimming pool and 
tennis courts. 


THREE RETENTION LAKES are 


planned, totaling 6.36 acres. A major rec- 
reation center with swimming pool, ten- 
nis courts and club house also would be 
located near the northern retention lake. 
Six or seven playground areas, inter- 
spersed throughout the development, are 
planned too, Krivlskey said. 


The far eastern portion of the site, a 


total of four acres, has been set aside as 
a nature and conservation area, In con- 
Junction with one of the three retention 
lakes. This Is envisioned as part of the 
300 to 400-acre Spring Valley nature res- 
toration area. 


A traffic engineer hired by Dunbar 


suggested road improvements, including 
widening Schaumburg and Plum Grove 
roads to four lanes, and aligning the 
north and south legs of Plum Grove 
Road. 


According to the civil engineer re- 


tained by the developer, water would be 
provided by enlarging existing water 
mains and constructing a well. The sew- 
ago system would hook up with existing 
lines. 


DUNBAR SAID construction would be- 


gin as soon as the village grants approv- 
al for the project Completion would take 
about five years. 


The developer has agreed to purchase 


and donate to the village 20 acres adja- 
cent to the cultural center site for future 
development The value of the land 
would be in the area of $250,000, and 
would be donated as soon as construction 
begins, the attorney for the developer 
said. 


Russell Parker, zoning board chair- 


man, asked for more detailed land plans 
to allow him to recalculate the parking 


and open space figures. 


Board members voiced concern over 


the high density of the project Objec- 
tions were also raised over the location 
of the high-rise buildings, which abut 
Schaumburg Road and the proposed na- 
ture" area. 


THE OWNERSHIP of the four-acre 


conservation area was also questioned. 
Parker asked if the condominium home- 
owners would allow the general public to 
use the area. He suggested donating the 
conservation area to the park district. 


In response to questioning by Village 


Eng. Joe Zgonina, the developer agreed 
to pay part of the cost of the road im- 
provements. 


The developer did not mention dona- 


tions to School Dist. 54 and Parker asked 
them to meet with the school board to 
reach agreement on the-issue. 


THE HEARING was continued to Nov. 


29. Parker asked the developer to outline 
the construction timetable of the various 
phases of the development at that time. 
Ho also asked lor a copy of the con- 
dominium agreement which delineates 
ownership and control of the complex 
once it is completed. 


Contacted yesterday, Allan Chapman, 


of Dunbar Homes, explained the reason- 
ing behind locating the high-rise build- 
ings in the eastern portion of the site.-.,.« 


The" ground in that locatioftjs poor, 


and requires the imtaUatlorij/calssons 
to supporUxilldlngs, he saidi-Cost prohi- 
bits building anything besides high den- 
sity buildings there, he added. . 
. The nature area would provide a beau- 
tiful view for the high-rise residents. Ad- 
ditionally, the buildings win not be con- 
structed for four or five years, he said. 


By then, the area would be more urba- 


nized, with executive offices nearby, he 
said. Older residents would be moving to 
Schaumburg and they would find high- 
rise living desirable, he added. 


Truck Knocks 
Out Water At 
Two Complexes 


The water serving Walden Apartments, 


International Village, Motorola, Inc., and 
residences in that area was shut off 
Wednesday evening for several hours, 
Schaumburg Village John Coste said. 
Construction trucks at the Walden Apart- 
ments broke the water main that serves 
the complex, Coste said. The surrounding 
area is served by the same water loop 
system, and consequently the break af- 
efectcd those residents also, he added. 


In order to locate the break and isolate 


it so service could be restored, it was 
necessary to initially shut off service to 
the entire area, he said. 


COSTE POINTED out that the water 


main feeding Walden b on the complex's 
property. Consequently, it Is the respon- 
sibility of the owner to repair the dam- 
age. However, he said the village was 
forced to help with the problem because 
water pressure was dropping in other 
areas due to the break. 


John Blyth, manager of Walden, said 


water has been restored to the complex. 
Once the break was located that section 
of the loop system was closed, he said. 


"Either leg of the loop is capable of 


providing adequate water for the resi- 
dents," he said. The undamanged leg is 
now providing water to the residents, 
and repairs on the break will be made 
tomorrow, he added.

MSD Plant Closer To Grant Village Gears Up For Major November Snowfall 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District's 


new Poplar Creek Wastewater Treat- 
ment Plant came one step closer to re- 
ceiving a $3,871,250 federal grant this 
week. 


The grant request was endorsed 


Wednesday by the planning committee of 
the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission (NIPC). 


The new plant, to be built hi Hanover 


Township three miles west of Stream* 
wood, will provide sewage treatment for 
portions of Schaumburg and Hoffman 
Estates which are located within the 
Cook County section of the Poplar Creek 
watershed. 


Other communities to be served by the 


new plant are Harrington Hills, Stream- 
wood, South Barrlngton, Hanover Park, 
and 
unincorporated 
areas 
within 


Schaumburg, Barrlngton, Palatine and 
Hanover townships. 


THE NEW plant will allow the existing 


Strcamwood 
Wastewater 
Treatment 


Plant to be phased out of service. 


It will have a capacity of 8 million gal- 


lons of sewage dally and will be designed 
to serve a population of 55,000 by 1995. 


Plans for the plant began In 1967, but 


the MSD was delayed by a NIPC propos- 
al that a single plant be built to serve 
both the Poplar Creek watershed and the 
Elgin area. 


The plan is now back to two separate 


plants because the MSD and the Elgin 
Sanitary District were unabfe to reach 
an agreement for combined facilities. 


BECAUSE THE NIPC regional waste- 


water plan orginally called for only one 
plant to serve the two areas, NIPC had 
to amend its plan before its planning 
committee could approve the Poplar 
Creek grant request. 


The grant must now be approved by 


the federal environmental protection 
agency (EPA). At one NIPC meeting be- 
fore the wastewater plan was amended 
an EPA spokesman Indicated the EPA 
may require NIPC .to present valid rea- 
sons why it amended the wastewater 
plan to allow for two plants In the area. 


The Poplar Creek plant is to be built 


on a 170-acra site at a total cost of 
$10,675,000. In addition to the federal 
funds the MSD will seek state grants for 
$2,668,750 to help pay the cost of the 
plant The MSD Itself will pay $2,135,000.

Ken Dean of Hoffman Estates is pre- 


pared for a rough November. 


Dean is village streets superintendent, 


the man responsible for clearing ice and 
snow off the roadways.'And he's taken 
notice of weatherman John Coleman's 
prediction for this month — 16 inches of 
snow. 


"I'm planning on a goodly amount of 


snow" for the entire winter, said Dean, 
noting heavy rainfalls all last spring and 
.summer. November usually is a light 
snow month, he said, with the fall gradu- 
ally building Intensity to March, the 
heavies snowfall month of the year. If 
November brings 10 inches, what might 
March mean, he asks. 
. As an indication, Dean already has or- 
dered 800 tons of salt. Last year he used 
only about 650 tons during the whole sea- 
son. 


The village also has 12 pieces of snow 


removal equipment, including front end 
loaders, trucks with plows and salt 
spreaders and a jeep for use in cul-de- 
sacs. Last year the total was only 10. 


DEAN AND Ms crew already have 


much of the equipment ready to go. If 
heavy snow were predicted for tonight, 
they would attach plows this morning, go 
home for a few hours rest and be ready 
to swing into action with the. first flur- 
ries. 


And that rest is necessary. When big 


snows come, said Dean; his men often 
work as long as 12. hours without a 
break. Dean said he does not like to work 
them longer than that, because the job is 
both tedious and difficult, and after an 
extended shift they can lose efficiency. 


Dean is proud of his men. They are 


well trained, and know how to do their 
job, he said. When snow starts, they are 
on the job and working according to 
plan, without having to be told what to 
do, he said. And two of the men are 
trained in first aid. Their extra ability 
could be important hi a major snowfall! 
emergency, he said. 


Employes in the streets department of- 


ten sacrifice what most persons take for 
granted. Dean noted he has worked for 
the .village seven years, and in that peri- 
od spent Christmas eve at home only two 
or three times. 


DEAN FEARS village residents some- 


times do not understand why- the streets 
crews clear some locations ahead of oth- 
ers, or the problems they encounter 
while they try to clear the way for driv- 
ers to get where they are going. 


The work is done systematically, said 


Dean. Primary streets, the ones that car- 
ry main traffic flows, are done first 
These Include boulevards and streets on 
which schools are located. They do not 
include such streets as Bode, Roselle, 
Higgins and other larger roads, which 
belong to the county or state and are not 
village responsibility. Dean occasionally 
will assist the county or state with these, 
on request, when snow is keeping police 
or fire vehicles from reaching emergen- 
cy situations or in other cases of special 
need. 


Secondary streets, or those that carry 


traffic to the primaries, are plowed and 
salted next'Non collector streets, those 
short stretches or cul-de-sacs and dead- 
end streets, are cleared last 


"All streets within the village will be 


plowed and/or salted," said Dean, but 
because the village now includes more 


than 100 miles of streets, servicing them 
will take several hours. The entire vil- 
lage can be salted hi about 2% hours, but 
plowing the whole community can take 
from eight to 15 hours, depending on the 
amount of snow and how wet it is. If it 
has a high moisture level, it is heavier, 
and plows must work harder to push it 


Dean reminded residents of the diffi- 


culty his crews face when drivers park 
their cars along curbs during snowfalls. 
This often makes it difficult for clearing 
equipment to get past them, he said. Vil- 
lage ordinance specifies no vehicles may 
be parked on village streets for eight 
hours after a two inch snowfall This is 
to help street crews clear the snow fas- 
ter, and really benefits the residents, 
said Dean. 


Dean also complimented village resi- 


dents, saying they sometimes bring spe- 
cial.'problems to his attention before 
crews have encountered them. He invited 
residents with questions to call him at 
882-9100.

this week."

County and applied for absentee ballots 
several weeks ago have not obtained the 
ballots. 


King said the clerk's office was de- 


layed in printing the ballots because of a 
court dispute over whether to list the 
Communist Party and Socialist Worker 
Party candidates. 


THE DISPUTE WAS settled Sept. 21 


by a three-man federal panel. 


The Board of Election Commissioners, 


which handles elections in Chicago, be- 
gan mailing absentee ballots on Oct. 13. 
Nearby DuPage County began mailing 
ballots Oct. 9. 


The Cook County clerk's office began 


mailing absentee ballots by air mail on 
Saturday, King said, "and as of last

Disc jockey Jonathan Kingsley had a 


coaxing tone to his voice, a voice that 
rolls out over the airwaves in a heavy 
English accent He was trying to get a 
listener to call'in, to tell him and the 
listening audience what she thinks about 
virginity. 


Kingsley's radio snow, a combination 


of sex talk and music, had come on the 
air three hours earlier to the strains of 
"Sheer Fascination." The show, called 
"Love in the Afternoon," is just one ex- 
ample of what WWMM-FM, Arlington 
Heights, is doing these days. 


Broadcasting at 92.7 on your FM dial, 


WWMM has replaced WEXI, a radio sta- 
tion that the new owners say "was not 
listened to very much." But WWMM is 
more than a change in call letters. 
"WEXI is dead," WWMM owner-man- 
ager John De Witt said flatly. De Witt is 
a middle-aged broadcaster who peers 
through very thick eyeglasses. He wishes 
everyone would forget there ever was a 
WEXI. 


"WM is alive and kicking," said De 


Witt, who often uses the short form of 
the station's call letters. "It is a new ra- 
dio station. Everything about it is new." 


De WITT AND his staff took over the 


station Oct. l and completely revamped 
the programming. The new programm- 
ing went on the air Oct. 23. 


Kingsley's is perhaps the most startling 


program, at least to some suburbanites. 
But De Witt says he has received only 
two complaints about the Britisher's 
frank and open discussion of sex from 
noon to 4 p.m. weekdays. 


A Lake Geneva, Wis., woman called to 


say sex shouldn't be discussed on the ra- 
dio. Another woman charged that King- 
sley must be "love-starved and sex- 
mad." On the other hand, a Waukegan 
woman called to say she likes the show, 
adding that she thinks a woman should 
never say "no" to any man. 


It was De Witt's idea to air the pro- 


gram, and to bring Kingsley over from 
England to broadcast it. But De Witt 
says the show Is not a new idea. It has 
been introduced elsewhere in the coun- 
try, but WWMM's version is the first 
show of its type in the Chicago area. 


As De Witt talked, he turned up his

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monitor when a woman called in saying 
she is a lesbian. 


"Jonathan's isn't our only program," 


he said, turning the monitor down again. 


THE STATION is on the air 24 hours a 


day, and it can't have talk shows all the 
time. In the early morning hours, from 1 
to 4 a.m., you can hear some really 
strange things from WWMM. For 90 min- 
utes each, the station plays the sound of 
ocean waves, gongs and bird calls — all 
in stereo, of course. The only inter- 
ruption is a soft female voice that occa- 
sionally announces the station's call let- 
ters. 


De Witt said the time slots were not 


sold to advertisers, and he was curious 
a bout'listener reaction to the sound ef- 
fects. He listened himself the other night, 
and the sounds lulled him to sleep, he 
said. 


"We're not going to do this forever," 


De Witt said. "After four of five weeks of 
it, we'll probably wear out our welcome. 
But radio should be fun, and this is fun." 


WWMM HAS another program that is 


love-oriented, but In a very different way 
from Kingsley's. From 9 to 11 a.m., re- 
peated from 11 p.m. to 1 a.m., is "Voices 
of Love." The personalities are two 
nameless men "with super voices," De 
Witt said. 


The subject matter of "Voices" is not 


necessarily sex. The voices may talk 
about love of friends, family or country. 
They write all their own material. 


"The program is very nostalgic, senti- 


mental, almost purple prose," De Witt 
explained. Their prose Is sometimes 
"tear-jerking," he added, admitting that 
it sometimes makes even him cry. The 
program is mostly music, music that 
mellows the mood leading up to a prose 
reading once every half hour, De Witt 
said. 


Dr. Freda Kehm, a child psychologist, 


follows the voices for 45 minutes daily, 
answering callers' questions about fami- 
ly problems. 


"Many people have mentioned that so- 


cial problems are more important than 
physical problems in this community," 
De Witt said, explaining the reason for 
Dr. Kehm's program. 
, 


AND De WITT says his station wants 


to become Involved in matters of impor- 
tance to the community, to the 50-mile 
radius the station reaches. 
Indeed, 


WWMM wants to be an important part of 
the community, he says. 


This policy, if it can be so called, De 


Witt says, has led him to program more 
local news, more public affairs and pub- 
lic service shows, than did WWMM's pre- 
decessor. Thus the reason for the sta- 
tion's many listener participation pro- 
grams. 


And beginning soon, De Witt will give 


the audience a chance to really talk 
back. He is planning a program, to be 
called "Free Forum," which would allow 
the public to get back at the station. 


"All of us have been annoyed at some 


time or other over something we heard 
on the radio — an ad, a comment or the 
like," De Witt said. "We wish we had the 
chance to express ourselves on the air. 
We want to give the public that chance." 


PLANS ARE for the program to start 


at 8 p.m. Sundays and run until there is 
no one to be heard, be it two minutes or 


four hours. Listeners will be invited to 
come to the station in northernmost Ar- 
lington Heights to tape their comments, 
and they can criticize the station, its ad- 
vertisers or anything else, De Witt said. 


WWMM is not all experimental pro- 


gramming. The music is popular, called 
middle-of-the-road in the broadcasting 
business, and is definitely not rock. Jack 
Stockton comes on from 6 to 9 a.m. to 
get the day started, and Bob Bryntcson 
winds the day down from 4 to 8 p.m. A 
fellow named Stan Adams, described as 
a soft personality, soon will be on from 8 
to 11 p.m. to lull the community into the 
evening hours. 


But De Witt doesn't want his station to 


be known as a typical suburban FM ra- 
dio station. 


"We'll never be satisfied with what we 


do today," he said. "We'll always try to 
be better. We'll do our damndest to 
make this station cook." 
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Village Managers Vary On Revenue Sharing Fund Use

The village managers In Buffalo Grove 


and Wheeling are beginning to consider 
ways to use federal revenue sharing 
funds that will begin arriving in Decem- 
ber. The two managers, however, are 
taking somewhat different approaches to- 
ward utilizing this new source of reve- 
nue. 


Dan Larson, Buffalo Grove village 


manager, is now preparing a report for 
his village board suggesting the money 
be used for needed village building proj- 
ects. George Passolt Wheeling village 
manager said he hopes to use the money 
to keep village taxes down. 


PASSOLT SAID instead of taking a 


project approach towaids revenue shar- 
ing, he sees the money as another source 
of revenue. "I think basically we'll use it 


as a source of revenue as we did the 
state Income tax. We would use it hope- 
fully to keep from raising taxes." 


Although Passolt has not had time to 


study all the literature on revenue shar- 
ing, he plans to submit a report to his 
village board soon. 


Passolt said the money has not been 


earmarked for anything special, but it 
might be used for road and bridge work 


that Is needed in the village. 


High on Larson's list of proposed uses 


for the revenue sharing funds is a public 
works garage that would house the vil- 
lage's ssoo,000 worth of equipment. Lar- 
son estimated the cost of building the ga- 
rage at $200-300,000. He said equipment Is 
currently either outside or stored in pri- 
vate garages and bams. 


LARSON SAID the money could be 


used for new sidewalks along Dundee 
Road, the vacant section of Arlington 
Heights Road, and the new section of 
Lake-Cook Road. 


A new library and community center 


complex is another possibility on Lar- 
son's list, as is a proposed Omni House 
branch building, still in the planning 
stages. 


Larson said it was possible the village 


might set the money aside and use it lat- 
er to expand village services such as 
sewer lines and street repairs. 


According to Larson, Buffalo Grove is 


supposed to receive about $100,000 in rev- 
enue sharing funds over the next five 
years. After that time the revenue shar- 
ing program will be evaluated and possi-

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School Officials 
Eye Out-Of-Court 
Suit Settlement 


Prospect Heights Dist. 23 school offi- 


cials are seeking an out-of-court settle- 
ment for a lawsuit filed against the dis- 
trict by owners of the Pleasant Run de- 
velopment in Wheeling. 


The suit, filed lost August, charges 


that Dist 23 is preventing the natural 
flow of rain water from the development 
onto the John Muir School site, on Drake 
Terrace In Prospect Heights. The suit is 
scheduled to be heard again in court to- 
day, but according to Henry Vallcly, 
Dist. 23, the case will be continued. 


The suit claims ,Dlst 23. has altered the 


Mulr slto and'Mks thaftho'district "re- 
store the natural contours of the land." 


School officials met Wednesday night 


In closed session with Glorioso, and his 
attorney. Vallcly said, "We're hoping to 
work the matter out between us."" 


THE CLOSED meeting lasted more 


than an hour. Robert Ncuckrans, engi- 
neer for the dcvclpmcnt and a drainage 


engineer hired by the district also attend- 
ed the meeting. 


According to an engineering report of 


the site, prepared by the firm of Clroba, 
Spies and Gustafson, solutions to the wa- 
ter drainage problem could cost Dist.

Larson said because the program will 


provide a definite source of income for 
only five years, he did not think the mon- 
ey should bo used for an ongoing service 
program. Passolt agreed, saying he 
wanted to know how long the money 
would keep coming before he formualtcd 
long-range programs. 


WHEN THE first House bill on revenue 


sharing was passed, both villages were 
scheduled to get a larger amount of mon- 
ey than they will now receive. Their 
share of the program was cut when a 
compromise bill balanced the House bill 
with a Senate bill, strongly backed by 
rural Interests. 


The original formula for allocation of 


funds was changed, taking money from 
the more affluent suburbs and dis- 
tributing it to large cities and rural 
areas. As a result, revenue sharing funds 
for Buffalo Grove were dropped from 
$186,566 in the House bill to $23,490 in the 
compromise. Wheeling was cut from 
$148,760 to $48,522. 


Passolt said this cut In revenue shar- 


ing funds did not really affect Wheeling 
because the village had not made plans 
for (he money. "I don't like to get in- 
volved with It until I know what I've 
got," Passolt said. "It can be heart- 
breaking." 


THIS YEAR. Buffalo Grove's annual 


budget is $750,000. "When you're talking 
the size budget we have, you can't rely 
too much on revenue sharing money," • 
Larson said. "It's not insignificant, but it 
doesn't make much of a dent." 


According to federal guidelines, reve- 


nue sharing funds can be used for almost 
any purpose except education or for 
matching federal grants. Almost all oth- 
er areas, Including law enforcement, en- 
vironmental protection, transportation 
and social services, are covered by broad 
catcrgories approved In the bill. 
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education tax of up to 2 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. Hendren said if the 
board decides to levy the tax, to pay for 
the Kirk bill, the rate would probably be 
about one-half cent per $100 assessed 
valuation.

Donald E. Deuster, Republican candi- 


date (or state representative from the 
32nd DUt.. says the biggest thing that's 
changed since his primary campaign is 
the passage of federal revenue snaring. 


"People are getting excited about what 


we can do with that," he says. 


DBUSTER. WHO promoted revenue 


sharing while a congressional relations 
officer in the Nixon Administration, says 
the repercussions of revenue sharing on 
Illinois state and local governments will 
be "enormously beneficial." 


If elected to the state legislature, Deus- 


ter says he would be inclined to appor- 
tion stale revenue sharing funds toward 
four fundamental goals — crime control, 
transportation, education, and Ux reduc- 
tion. 


These goals are not necessarily listed 


In order of Importance, Deuster says, 
"but I do place quite a high priority on 
law enforcement. If we're going to 
emerge from the Jungle to civilixed life, 
the protection of life and property Is very 
vital... 


Deuster, who as congressional rela- 


tions officer at the Department of Trans- 
portation shepherded the Rail Passenger 
Act of 1970 through Congress, has 
stressed the need for a regional mass 
transit system throughout his campaign. 
The 1072 Illinois Republican platform In- 
cludes a plank on regional mass transit 
that he proposed. 


He favors a system to serve Lake, 


Mciienry, Kane, Cook, DuPage and Will 
Counties. 


Deuster says Cove. Richard Ogilvie Is 


committed to sending a bill creating a 
regional transportation district to the 


legislature in January. 


"The next political challenge is to con- 


vince the CTA and Mayor Daley that 
that will not be the end of the world," 
Deuster adds. He says there is "paro- 
chialism" in both the city and the sub- 
urbs. "People in Lake County are just as 
fearful." 


Deuster favors the use of motor fuel 


tax money for public transportation. "I 
don't believe v.e should go overboard and 
use highway transportation fund money 
for non-transportation uses," but he says 
getting suburbanites to use the train in- 
stead of their can would be a "clear, 
direct benefit to highways." He believes 
the availability of revenue sharing mon- 
ey win soften the resistance of the mu- 
nicipalities to the use of MFT funds for 
public transportation. 


ONE WOMAN recently asked him to

Dentists.

Village Managers Vary On Revenue Sharing Fund Use 


by LYNN AS1NOF 


The village managers in Buffalo Grove 


and Wheeling are beginning to consider 
ways to use federal revenue sharing 
funds that will begin arriving in Decent* 
ber. The two managers, however, are 
taking somewhat different approaches to- 
ward utilizing this new source of reve- 
nue. 


Dan Larion, Buffalo Grove village 


manager, is now preparing a report for 
his village board suggesting the money 
be used for needed village building proj- 
ects. George Passolt, Wheeling village 
manager said he hopes to use the money 
to keep village taxes down. 


PASSOLT SAID instead of taking a 


project approach towards revenue snar- 
ing, be seea'the money as another source 
of revenue. "I think basically we'll use it 


as a source of revenue as we did the 
state income tax. We would use it hope- 
fully to keep from raising taxes." 


Although Passolt has not had time to 


study all the literature on revenue shar- 
ing, be plans to submit a report to his 
village board soon. 


Passolt said the money has not been 


earmarked for anything special, but it 
might be used for road and bridge work 


that is needed in the village. 


High on Larson's list of proposed uses 


for the revenue sharing funds is a public 
works garage that would house the vil- 
lage's $500,000 worth of equipment Lar- 
son estimated the cost of building the ga- 
rage at (200-300,000. He said equipment is 
currently either outside or stored in pri- 
vate garages and bams. 


LARSON SAID the money could be 


used for new sidewalks along Dundee 
Road, the vacant section of Arlington 
Heights Road, and the new section 'of 
Lake-Cook Road. 


A new library and community center 


complex is another possibility on Lar- 
son's list, as is a proposed Omni House 
branch building, still in the planning 
stages. 


Larson said it was possible the village 


might set the money aside and use it lat- 
er to expand village services such as 
sewer lines and street repairs. 


According to Larson, Buffalo Grove is 


supposed to receive about $100,000 in rev- 
enue sharing funds over the next five 
years. After that time the revenue shar- 
ing program will be evaluated and possi-

Larson said because the program will 


provide a definite source of Income for 
only five years, he did not think the mon- 
ey should be used for an ongoing service 
program. Passolt agreed, saying he 
wanted to know how long the money 
would keep coming before he formualtcd 
long-range programs. 


WHEN THE first House bill on revenue 


sharing was passed, both villages were 
scheduled to get a larger amount of mon- 
ey than they will now receive. Their 
share of the program was cut when a 
compromise bill balanced the House bill 
with a Senate bill, strongly backed by 
rural interests. 


The original formula for allocation of 


funds was changed, taking money from 
the more affluent suburbs and dis- 
tributing It to large cities and rural 
areas. As a result, revenue sharing funds 
for Buffalo Grove were dropped from 
$186,566 In the House bill to $23,400 In the 
compromise. Wheeling was cut from 
$148,760 to $48,522. 


Passolt said this cut In revenue shar- 


ing funds did not really affect Wheeling 
because the village had not made plans 
for the money. "I don't like to get in- 
volved with It until I know what I've 
got," Passolt said. "It can be heart- 
breaking." 


THIS YEAR. Buffalo Grove's annual 


budget is $750,000. "When you're talking 
the size budget wo have, you can't rely 
too much on revenue sharing money," 
Larson said. "It's not Insignificant, but It 
doesn't make much of a dent."

clerk's office said yesterday. 


Thomas King, county election super- 


visor, said the numerous Northwest sub- 
urban residents who have applied for the 
ballots "should have them by the end of 
this week." 


Complaints hnve been received by 


some local officials, notably in DCS 
Plalnes and Palatine, that registered 
voters who attend school outside Cook 
County and applied for absentee ballots 
several weeks ago have not obtained the 
ballots. 


King said the clerk's office was de- 


layed In printing the ballots because of a 
court dispute over whether to list the 
Communist Party and Socialist Worker 
Party candidates. 


THE DISPUTE WAS settled Sept. 21 


by a three-man federal panel. 


The Board of Election Commissioners, 


which handles elections in Chicago, be* 
gan mailing absentee ballots on Oct. 13. 
Nearby DuPage County began mailing 
ballots Oct. 9. 


The Cook County clerk's office began 


mailing absentee ballots by air mail on 
Saturday, King said, "and as of last 
night (Wednesday), we were right up to 
the mall coming In. The mail that came 
hi this morning, we're working on now." 


Some 26,970 ballots have been mailed 


so far to suburban Cook County voters, 
he said. 


The ballots must be marked, notarized 


and back In the clerk's office, 118 N. 
Clark St., Chicago by Tuesday mroning. 


Some suburban officials viewed the de- 


lay hi the preparation of ballots by the 
Democratic-controlled Cook County 
clerk's office with, skepticism. 


Bernard E. Pedersen, Palatine Town- 


ship Republican committeeman who has 
received "way too many" complaints, 
said "whether the delay in getting the 
ballots out Is intentional or not, it is cer- 
tainly detrimental to the suburban area, 


which Is Republican." 


CARL HANSON, Elk Grove Township

"several instances" .of suburban Cook 
County voters receiving absentee ballots 
for the wrong district, and "a couple of 
instances" of voters not receiving ballots 
at all He called the procedure of having 
to apply for ballots from the county clerk 
rather than from local offices "cumber- 
some."

'New-Old' FM Station Brings 'Sexy Radio' To Town

"Tell mfi what yon think about virgin- 


ity. Did you hang onto yours? Call me 
now at 398-1212." 


Disc jockey Jonathan Kingsley had a 


coaxing tone to his1 voice, a voice that 
rolls out over the airwaves in a heavy 
English accent He was trying to get a 
listener to call in, to tell him and the 
listening audience what she thinks about 
virginity.' 


Kingsley's radio show, a combination 


of sex talk and music, had come on the 
air three hours earlier to the strains of 
"Sheer Fascination." The show, called 
"Love In the Afternoon," is Just one ex- 
ample of what WWMM-FM, Arlington 


I0IM 
Heights, is doing these days. 
l^1 
Broadcasting at 92.7 on your FM dial, 


WWMM has replaced WEXI, a radio sta- 
tion that the new owners say "was not 
listened to very much." But WWMM is 
more than a change in call letters. 
"WEXI, is dead," WWMM owner-man- 
ager John De. Witt said flatly. De Witt is 
a middle-aged broadcaster who peers 


through very thick eyeglasses.'He wishes 
everyone would forget there ever was a 
WEXI. 


"WM is alive and kicking," said De 


Witt, who often uses the short form of 
the station's call letters. "It is a new ra- 
dio station. Everything about it is new." 


De WITT AND his staff took over the 


station Oct. 1 and completely revamped 
the programming. The.new programm- 
ing went on the air Oct. 23. 


Kingsley's is perhaps the most startling 


program, at least to. some suburbanites. 
But De Witt says he has received only 
two complaints about the Britisher's 
frank and open discussion of sex from 
noon to 4 p.m. weekdays. 


A Lake Geneva, Wis., woman called to 


say sex shouldn't be discussed on the ra-; 
dlo. Another woman charged that King-, 
sley must be "love-starved and • sex- 
mad." On the other hand, a Waukegan 
woman called to say she likes the show, 
adding that she thinks a woman should 
never say "no" to any man. > 


It was De Witt's idea to air the pro- 


gram,'and to'bring Kingsley over from 
England to broadcast it. But De Witt 
says the' show is not a new idea. It has 
been introduced elsewhere in the coun- 
try, but WWMM's version is the first 
show of its type hi the Chicago area. 


As De Witt talked, he turned up his 


monitor when a woman called in saying 
she is a lesbian. 


"Jonathan's isn't our only program," 


he said, turning the monitor down again. 


THE STATION is on the air 24 hours a 


day, and it can't have talk shows all the 
tune. In the early morning hours, from 1 
to 4 a.m., you can hear some really 
strange things from WWMM. For 90 min- 
utes each, the station plays the sound of 
ocean waves, gongs and bird calls — all 
hi stereo, of course. The only inter- 
ruption is a soft female voice that occa- 
sionally announces the station's call let- 
/ters. 


De Witt said the time slots were not 


sold to advertisers, and he was curious 
about listener reaction to the sound ef- 
fects. He listened himself the other night, 


and the sounds lulled nun to sleep, he 
said. 


"We're not going to do this forever," 


De Witt said. "After four of five weeks of 
it, we'll probably wear out our welcome. 
But radio should be fun, and this is fun." 


WWMM HAS another program that is 


love-oriented, but hi a very different way 
from Kingsley's. From 9 to 11 a.m., re- 
peated from 11 p.m. to 1 a.m., is "Voices' 
of Love." The personalities are two 
nameless men "with super voices," De 
Witt said. 


The subject matter of "Voices" is not 


necessarily sex. The voices may talk 
about love of friends, family or country. 
They write all their own material. 


"The program Is very nostalgic, senti- 


mental, almost purple prose," De Witt 
explained. Their prose is sometimes 
"tear-jerking," he added, admitting that 
it sometimes makes even him cry. The 
program is mostly music, music that 
mellows the mood leading up to a prose 
reading once every half hour, De Witt

Baumgartcn, hired last summer at n 


salary of $14,000, has been on the job 
nearly 10 weeks. Since he started he esti- 
mates he's dealt with about 250 cases, 25 
of them facc-to-facc. 


"Many times the problems can be tak- 


en care of by talking to the teacher, the 


principal or the parents," explained 
Baumgarten, who's not afraid to give ad- 
vice when he thinks it's needed. First, he 
observes the child in the classroom. 
Then, he and the teacher often work ont 
a program to correct the behavior prob- 
lems. 


"For example, if the child feels Inferi- 


or the teacher may give him two stars 
instead of the usual one and compliment 


him for good work," he explained. "I 
work under the philosophy: give me a 
person who does one thing well and we 
can accentuate it and get a well-adjusted 
child." 


BAUMGARTEN, who visits each of the 


district's five schools once a week, also 
diagnoses children for learning dis- 
abilities and refers them to a special 
teacher if the disabilities are physical. If 
they stem from emotional problems, 
Baumgartcn works with the child. 


About 75 per cent of his "patients," as 


he calls them, are from broken homes. 
"How can these kids be expected to ad- 
just when many of their parents cant 
adjust to the new situation?" he asked. 


Sometimes a child's underachievement 


(defined as not reaching his full poten- 
tial, by Baumgarten) also stems from 
home life. "We've got some kids who arc 
fed, clothed, housed and don't have to do 
one thing at home. How can we expect 
them to bother to pick up a pencil at 
school?" he said. 


But parents aren't always the cause of 


the problem, according to Baumgarten 
and it's hard to convince them they're 
not. "The problem can be totally unre- 
lated to the parent and they still think 
they have been inadequate," said Baum- 
garten. "Often the kids pick up their 
habits elsewhere from peers or at the 
school." 


PARENTS in Dist. 23 have been recep- 


tive to the new psychologist and most 
arc eager to talk to Baumgarten when he 
asks to see them. Sometimes, however, 
he finds it hard to persuade them to use 
discipline when it's called for. 


"I suggest taking away TV privileges 


and they are reluctant," he said. "It's 
gotten so today that people and kids 
think that watching the television set is 
an Inalienable right." 


Baumgarten believes that the school 


system also contribues to some chil- 
dren's difficulty to adjust. The problem, 
he said, lies in the college orientation 
that is used almost from the first grade. 
"I can see kids right now in elementary 
schools who will be high school dropouts. 
The wouldn't make it in college and they 
don't have any interest in academic 
learning. We need good car mechanics as 
well as good psychologists," said Bum- 
gartcn, who believes a vocational pro- 
gram for students should begin as early 
as the fourth grade. 


'Foodaholics Anonymous' 
MAY Start Losing Weight 


"Most people can lose weight if they 


are highly motivated to watch what they 
eat, but they usually are not very success- 
ful in maintaining the weight loss," Phil 
Reidda. a clinical psychologist in Elk 
Grove Village, said last week. 


Reidda, who has been working with 


obese women, said, "We live in a society 
in which we are more critical of heavy 
women than men. We constantly 
are 


bombarded with pictures of slim figures 
on television or in advertising." 


"The problem is not just losing weight, 


but maintaining the weight loss," he 
said. Reidda said different factors con- 
tribute to obesity in men and women, 
and for women the problem is more treat- 
able. 


REIODA, A clinical psychologist for 10 


years, said he began working with over- 
weight problems while studying for his 
Ph.D. degree at Illinois Institute of Tech- 
nology in Chicago. He said at that time 
he was Introduced to a method of treat- 
ment which combined many of the ap- 
proaches normally used to lose weight. 


Dieting, learning not to eat certain 


foods, weight loss and exercise groups 


and psychotherapy have met some suc- 
cess, but there still is the problem of 
keeping the weight off, he said. 


The program that seemed to promise 


more than a moderate success combined 
the four other approaches, including 
group therapy, be said. 


Reidda said be has begun working with 


women in groups to help them change 
their behavior and eat differently. He 
said the women in such a program would 
also be dieting and losing weight under 
the supervision of a medical doctor. 


"BESIDES dieting, the groups deal 


with the internal needs that make women 
gain weight," he said. "Many overweight 
women feel unlovable and difficult to 
love because something is wrong with 
themselves. They often have repressed 
anger and feel they are being deprived of 
affection." 


Reidda said women in weight loss 


groups will help each other by tele- 
phoning friends when they feel the urge 
to eat, similar to the method used in Al- 
coholics Anonymous. 


"Many methods of losing weight have 


some success, but I think this new ap- 
proach will exhibit more than modest re- 
sults," he said. 


Edmund Kucharski Visits 
At Bank Of Elk Grove 


Edmund Kucharski, Republican can- 


didate for secretary of state, made a brief 
campaign appearance yesterday at the 
Bank of Elk Grove. 


Kucharski said the visit at the bank

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'New-Old' FM Station Brings 'Sexy Radio' To Town

"Tell me what you think about virgin- 


ity. Did you hang onto yours? Call me 
now at 396-1212." 


Disc jockey Jonathan Kingsley had a 


coaxing tone to his voice, a voice that 
rolls out over the airwaves in a heavy 
English accent He was trying to get a 
listener to call in, to tell him and the 
listening audience what she thinks about 
virginity. 


Kingsley's radio show, a combination 


of sex talk and music, had come on the 
air three hours earlier to the strains of 
"Sheer Fascination." The show, called 
"Love in the Afternoon," is Just one ex- 
ample of what WWMM-FM, Arlington 
Heights, is doing these days. 


Broadcasting at 92.7 on your FM dial, 


WWMM has replaced WEXI, a radio sta- 
tion that the new owners say "was not 
listened to very much." But WWMM is 
more than a change in call letters. 
"WEXI is dead," WWMM owner-man- 
ager John De Witt said flatly. De Witt is 
a middle-aged broadcaster who peers 


through very thick eyeglasses. He wishes 
everyone would forget there ever was a 
WEXL. 


"WM is alive and kicking," said De 


Witt, who often uses the short form of 
the station's call letters. "It is a new ra- 
dio station. Everything about it is new." 


De WITT AND his staff took over the 


station Oct. 1 and completely revamped 
the programming. The new programm- 
ing went on the air Oct. 23. 


Kingsley's is perhaps the most startling 


program, at least to some suburbanites. 
But De Witt says he has received only 
two complaints about the Britisher's 
frank and open discussion of sex from 
noon to 4 p.m. weekdays. 


A Lake Geneva, Wis., woman called to 


say sex shouldn't be discussed on the ra- 
dio. Another woman charged that King- 
sley must be "love-starved and sex- 
mad." On the other hand, a Waukegan 
woman called to say she likes the show, 
adding that she thinks a woman should 
never say "no" to any man. 


It was De Witt's idea to air the pro- 


gram, and to bring Kingsley over from 
PngianH to broadcast it But De Witt 
says the show is not a new idea. It has 
been introduced elsewhere in the coun- 
try,'but WWMM's version is the first 
show of Us type in the Chicago area. 


As De Witt talked, he turned up his 


monitor when a woman called in saying 
she is a lesbian. 


"Jonathan's isn't our only program," 


he said, turning the monitor down again. 


THE STATION is on the air 24 hours a 


day, and it can't have talk shows all the 
time. In the early morning hours, from 1 
to 4 a.m., you can hear some really 
strange thugs from WWMM. For 90 min- 
utes each, the station plays the sound of 
ocean waves, gongs and bird calls — all 
in stereo, of course. The only inter- 
ruption is a soft female voice that occa- 
sionally announces the station's call let- 
ters. 


De Witt said the time slots were not 


sold to advertisers, and he was curious 
about listener reaction to the sound ef- 
fects. He listened himself the other night, 


and the sounds lulled him to sleep, he 
said. 
"We're not going to do this forever," 


De Witt said. "After four of five weeks of 
it, we'll probably wear out our welcome. 
But radio should be fun, and this is fun." 


WWMM HAS another program that is 


love-oriented, but in a very different way 
from Kingsley's. From 9 to 11 a.m., re- 
peated from 11 p.m. to 1 a.m., is "Voices 
of Love." The personalities are two 
nameless men "with super voices," De 
Witt said. 


The subject matter of "Voices" is not 


necessarily sex. The voices may talk 
about love of friends, family or country. 
They write all their own material. 


"The program is very nostalgic, senti- 


mental, almost purple prose," De Witt 
explained. Their prose is sometimes 
"tear-Jerking," he added, admitting that 
it sometimes makes even him cry. The 
program is mostly music, music that 
mellows the mood leading up to a prose 
reading once every half hour, De Witt

Father Mackin explained seven sisters 
are currently living In the convent, and 
before any proposal could be accepted, 
adequate housing would have to be found 
for the sisters. 


Decision On Vacated 
Convent Is Pending 


A decision by tho Chicago Catholic 


Archdiocese is sstlll pending as to wheth- 
er the vacated Sacred Heart convent fa- 
cility at 3000 W. Central, Rolling Mead- 
ows, will be turned over to the Clear- 
brook Center for the retarded or to the 
Northwest Human Resources Devel- 
opment Center. 


Both have submitted bids for the site 


but neither knows when a decision will 
be announced. Clearbrook is seeking the 
facility to house a live-in center for re- 
tarded young adults. The development 
center, which currently occupies the first 
floor of tho building, hopes to. create a 
sheltered care facility for needy youth. 


Clcarbrook announced yesterday it also 


is looking at Our Lady of the Wayside in 
Arlington Heights as a possible site for 
the center for retarded adults. 


No matter which organization Is 


awarded tho site, a zoning variation or 
special use permit will bo required by

live-in center at the Sacred Heart of 
Mary convent in Rolling Meadows was 
revealed in March. 


A SPOKESMAN for Clearbrook said 


yesterday these plans have not been 
abandoned, but since Clearbrook has not 
heard anything from the Chicago Arch- 
diocese on rental of the convent other 
possibilities were being explored. 


"We wanted to open it (the live-in cen- 


ter) this summer and now we are looking 
to get it open as soon as possible," the 
spokesman said. 


The proposed live-In center, the first of 


its kind In the area, would house 20 mild- 
ly or moderately retarded adults. It 
would be primarily a residential facility 
with a training program in educational, 
recreational and vocational rehabilita- 
tion. A trained staff would be at the cen- 
ter 24 hours a day. 


The live-in center will be aimed at 


keeping mildly and moderately retarded 
adults in the community and out of in- 
stitutions. 


A normalization process will be 


stressed at the live-in center. This means 
efforts will bo made to find jobs for the 
residents and get them back into the 
community. 


Clcarbrook has received a federal grant 


of $16,800 under the Developmental Dis- 
abilities and Facilities Construction Act 
of 1970 to be used to rent a facility and 
convert it, If necessary, into a residence 
and train the staff. 


The Illinois Department of Mental 


Health and the Department of Public Aid 
have also promised monthly per resident 
grants up to a maximum of $400 per resi- 
dent to maintain a live-in center after 
tho start-up grant has been depleted. 


A preliminary survey conducted in 


March indicted 17 possible residents 
from the area.

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Hint OK Of Condominium Proposal 


Preliminary approval of a plan to build 


a condominium complex on 13.3 acres on 
Algonquin Road near the proposed New 
Wilke Road is expected to be approved in 
two weeks by the Rolling Meadows Flan 
Commission. 


Following a presentation of the pro- 


posed Lake Valley Villas complex by 
representatives 
of the Astor Devel- 


o p m e n t Company, the commission 
agreed Wednesday to a timetable that 
would okay preliminary approval on 
Nov. 15. The timetable was set to accom- 
modate the company's work schedule 
which calls for groundbreaking before 
Jan. 1. 


According to the proposal, preliminary 


approval would be officially granted by 
the city council at its Nov. 28 meeting 
with final approval likely coming from 
the council on Dec. 12. 


The company plans to build four 4-sto- 


ry condominiums, a centrally-located 
two-story recreation building, swimming 
pool and tennis courts on the site. A 
storm retention lake and several smaller 
retention ponds will be Included on the 
site. 


BERNARD GOLD, architect for the 


project, told the commission each build- 
ing will contain 60 units for a total of 276. 
Of the total, 184 will be two-bedroom 
types, GO will be one-bedroom types, and 
32 will be three-bedroom types. He said 
the units will sell for $40,000 to $50,000. 


Gold admitted that according to 


records of the Northeast Illinois Plan- 
ning Commission (NIPC), 5.87 acres of 
the property is located on a flood plain. 
But he said the lake and ponds have been 
proposed so that "no water will run off 
this development any faster than it 
would if this development were not 
there." 


Retention storage for the project has 


been designed to meet the specifications 
that will be required when the Salt Creek 
Watershed reservoir is completed, Gold 
added. 


At one point, Commissioner Walter Ja- 


cobsen indicated the R-6 zoning classifi- 
cation of the property limited construc- 
tion to three stories. But Melvin Lerman, 
another representative of the company, 
said that since the project is being sub- 
mitted as a planned development rather 
than a subdivision, the four-story vark 
ation was permitted. He added, however, 
that the structures will be under the 
maximum height requirement of 40 feet. 


DURING THE MEETING, some dis- 


cussion was raised as to whether the de- 
velopers should be required to make a 
contribution to School Dist. 15 to com- 
pensate for the cost of educating the chil- 
dren who may live at the complex. Depu- 
ty School Supt. Joseph' Kiszka said he 
expected the project would generate 122 
children and would create "a burden for 
taxpayers in Dist. 15." 


This would occur, he said, because the 


district would have to pay for educating 
the children before tax revenues from the 
project would be received. 


But Melvin Elseastrin, one of the pri- 


ciple owners of the property, said he felt 
the owners were not obligated to contrib- 
ute because at the time the site was an- 
nexed to Rolling Meadows in 1968, the 
owners donated six acres to the city for 
commercial use. He said the land was 
sought to build another well for the city. 


"As far as contributing to Dist. 15, the 


word to describe what we've gotten is 
zilch," Kiszka countered. "We still have 
to educate these children during the time 
until we get the additional money several 
years later." 


ALD JAMES HUDDLESTON (4th) 


added "Mr. Elsenstein's generous dona- 
tion to the city has not been without 
cost," since the city has had to spend 
$118,000 for the new well and $70,000 for 
improved sewer and water connections 
systems in the area. 


Commissioner Edward Logue said he 


felt those expenses were not Eisenstein's 
concern and then asked City Eng. James 
Muldowncy how much the city would 
have been required to spend if the land 
for the well had to be purchased. 


Muldowney estimated the cost to be 


$50,000, but both he and Huddleston 
pointed out that the well would not have 
been a mandatory priority if the land 


bad not been made available. 


Commissioner Carl Couve then said he 


did not think the project would attract 
families with school-aged children. Gold 
agreed, saying the project was designed 
to be an adult community. "We've found 
that this is not the type of development 
for children," he added. 


Byrnes then appointed a special com- 


mittee to consist of commission member 
Logue, Richard Blane, Pat Jacobsen and

League of Women Voters from Maine, 


NUcs and Palatine townships are ex- 
pected to enter on emergency appeal this 
morning to get a referendum abolishing 
township government on Tuesday's gen- 
eral election ballot. 


Three Illinois Appellate Court judges 


may hear the case by LWV Atty. Rich- 
ard J. Troy at 10 a.m. today when he and 
attorneys representing the three town- 
ships meet at the Civic Center, Chicago. 
As of yesterday, the attorneys had not 
been notified if the court will hear the 
case today on the emergency appeal. 


Unless the judges reverse a lower 


court decision today, there is almost no 
chance that the referendum will make it 
in time for Tuesday's election date. 


Area LWV's began the legal action in 


late September, but the case was dis- 
missed on a technicality by a circuit 
court judge last week. 


The local abolition movement is the 


first in the state to challenge township 
government by requesting the referen- 
dum among residents of the township. A 
local vote had been forbidden until a 1970 
constitutional revision.

Village To Need Extra Help 
To Meet With MSB Ruling 


Mount Prospect probably will have to 


hire additional men or an outside firm to 
accomplish the sanitary sewer 
in* 


spcctions required by a recently passed 
Metropolitan Sanitary District ordinance. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Epplcy said 


(hero was no way the current public 
works staff could handle the additional 
Inspections and their normal workloads. 
However, Epplcy feels that port of the 
cost of such additional men may be re- 
covered from the MSD because the MSD 
owns most of the Mount Prospect sewer 
system. 


The ordinance passed by the MSD that 


will cause all the problems requires local 
communities to moke inspections for ille- 
gal connections to sanitary sewers. Each 
town Is given until Jan. 1, 1974 to com- 
plete Inspections of all separate sewered 
areas, although there arc provisions al- 
lowing a one year extension. 


"They (the MSD) have been reasonable 


In the past when the annual contract has 
had a rise in labor costs," he said. "I 
don't have any money to hire additional 
men." 


WHILE EPPLEY SAID ho certainly 


would try to get the needed money from 
the MSD, there is no way ho can be sure 


of MSD compliance with such a request. 
An almost unique situation exists to 
Mount Prospect because of the MSD's 
ownership of the sewer systems. 


Under the provision of the new ordi- 


nance, communities must "inspect all 
structures within their jurisdiction or 
control and ascertain whether any down- 
spouts or roof drains are connected 
directly or Indirectly to sanitary sewers. 
Any such illegal connections shall be cor- 
rected by causing the downspouts to dis- 
charge to the ground or to authorized 
storm sewers, wet walls or ditches." 


Public Works Director Davie Creamer 


estimates that two-thirds of the village's 
sanitary sewer system would have to be 
Inspected under the new MSD ordinance. 
The largest areas to be inspected would 
Include the "New Town" area annexed 
last year,' Falrvlew Gardens, Hatlen 
Heights, Colonial Heights and generally 
the area south of Golf Road. 


C r e a m e r feels a house-by-house 


search, both inside and outside, will be 
required to complete the called for In- 
spections. But Eppley said there exists 
some legal question as to "how to get In 
a house." 


EPPLEY SUGGESTED that a local 


ordinance should be passed by the vil- 
lage board allowing such inspections. 
Then he added that he hoped home rule 
powers would justify such an ordinance. 


The village's drainage and clean 


.streams commission has long favored a 
program to eliminate downspout con- 
nections to sanitary sewers in the vil- 
lage. Eppley said an attempt to do this hi 
1968 met with failure because the village 
could not go into the homes to remove 
the downspouts without an invitation. 
"We tried to get the people to go along 
by offering to remove the downspouts for 
free," he said. But there were not too 
many takers, he added. 


Eppley, who said he knew such an or- 


dinance was being considered by the 
MSD but still has received no official 
notification of its passage, said that such- 
Inspections are "just good municipal 
practice. But we've had so many big 
things (flooding problems), we just 
haven't gotten around to it ourselves." 


Creamer agreed with Eppley on the 


possible benefits of the inspections. He 
said, "I'm not going to get all-shook up 
about it. I'm not fighting it either way. It 
may he a good thing to have done." 


Psychologist Handles 'Problem Kids'

There are thrco types ui 'Wldrcn 


Bruce Baumgartcn really cares about: 
the undcrachlevcrs, the learning disabled 
and those who continually disrupt the 
classroom. 


"I work with tho kids some people 


would just like to push aside and forget," 
said Baumgartcn, the new full-time psy- 
chologist In Prospect Heights School Dlst. 
23. "My job is to diagnose the problem 
and to find out how to handle it. I deal 
with behavior." 


Baumgartcn, hired last summer at a 


salary of $14,000, has been on the job 
nearly 10 weeks. Since he started he esti- 
mates he's dealt with about 250 cases, 25 
of them foeo-to-face. 


"Many tunes the problems can be. tak- 


en caro of by talking to tho teacher, the 
principal or the parents," explained 
Baumgartcn, who's not afraid to give ad- 
vice when he thinks it's needed. First, he 
observes the child in the classroom. 
Then, ho and the teacher often work ont

a program to correct the behavior prob- 
'lems. 


"For example, if the child feels inferi- 


or the teacher may give him two stars 
instead of the usual one and compliment 
him for good work," he explained. "I 
work under the philosophy: give me a 
person who does one thing well and we 
can accentuate It and get a well-adjusted 
child." 


BAUMGARTEN, who visits each of the 


district's five schools once a week, also 
diagnoses children for learning dis- 
abilities and refers them to a special 
teacher If the disabilities are physical. If 
they stem from emotional problems, 
Baumgorten works with the child. 


About 75 per cent of his "patients," as 


he calls them, are from broken homes. 
"How can these kids be expected to ad- 
just when many of their parents cant 
adjust to the new situation?" he asked. 


Sometimes a child's underachlevement 


(defined as not reaching his full poten- 
tial, by Baumgarten) also stems from 
home life. "We've got some kids who are 
fed, clothed, housed and don't have to do 
one thing at home. How can we expect 
them to bother to pick up a pencil at 
school?" be said. 


But parents aren't always the cause of 


the problem, according to Baumgarten 
and it's hard to convince them they're 
not. "The problem can be totally unre- 
lated to the parent and they still think 
they have been inadequate," said Baum- 
gartcn. "Often the kids pick up their 
habits elsewhere from peers or at the 
school" 


PARENTS hi Dist 23 have been recep- 


tive to the new psychologist and most 
are eager to talk to Baumgarten when he 
asks to see them. Sometimes, however, 
he finds It hard to persuade them to use 
discipline when it's called for. 


"I suggest taking away TV privileges 


and they are reluctant," he said. "It's 
gotten so today that people and kids 
think that watching the television set Is 
an inalienable right" 


Baumgarten believes that the school 


system also contrlbues to some chil- 
dren's difficulty to adjust. The problem, 
he said, lies in the college orientation 
that Is used almost from the first grade. 
"I can see kids right now In elementary 
schools who will be high school dropouts. 
The wouldn't make it hi college and they 
don't have any interest hi academic 
learning. We need good car mechanics as 
well as good psychologists," said Bum- 
garten, who believes a vocational pro- 
gram for students should begin as early 
as the fourth grade. 


Other changes he's like to see are 


more in-service training for teachers to 
show them how to handle behavior prob- 
lems and screening of students before 
they begin kindergarten. "Why should a 
5-year-old girl and a 5-year-old boy start 
school together.when boys are notorious- 
ly slower than girls?" he asked. 


Only 24, Baumgarten is not modest 


about his qualifications as a school psy- 
chologist. Nor should he be. He has a 
bachelor's degree hi psychology from the 
University of Rochester in New York and 
a master's from New Mexico Highlands 
University In Las Vegas, N. Mex. He 
worked one year as a school psychologist 
In New York and was director of a drug 
abuse prevention program there. He has 
taught learning-disabled 5-year-olds and 
has participated in experimental projects 
with schizophrenic children. He also was 
a counselor in a community health pro- 
gram hi Rochester. 


"They ten me around here that I'm 


doing a good job," be said. "I guess I 
am."

Postpone Decision On Venture Store 


A decision by the Mount Prospect Plan 


Commission on the proposal to build a 
Venture department store here was post- 
poned Wednesday night until Nov. 15.

mented on why the plans for a Venture 
store in Arlington Heights were dropped 
in favor of the Mount Prospect location. 
"We felt this is a better location," he 
said. "We weren't so committed in Ar- 
lington Heights that we couldn't with- 
draw. It was definitely not due to any 
difficulties in receiving the (proper) re- 
zoning." 


Murck said that with the shift his com- 


pany is now planning to put two stores 
instead of one in this area. He indicated 
the second store would be "to the north 
and to the west" of the Mount Prospect 
location.

Kingsley's Is perhaps the most startling

THE STATION is on the air 24 hours a 


day, and It can't have talk shows all the 
time. In the early morning hours, from 1 
to 4 a.m., you can hear some really 
strange things from WWMM. For 90 min- 
utes each, the station plays the sound of 
ocean waves, gongs and bird calls — all 
in stereo, of course. The only inter- 
ruption Is a soft female voice that occa- 
sionally announces the station's call let- 
ters. 


DC Witt said the time slots were not 


sold to advertisers, and he was curious 


about listener reaction to the sound ef- 
fects. He listened himself the other night, 
and the sounds lulled him to sleep, he 
said. 


"We're not going to do this-forever," 


De Witt said. "After four of five weeks of 
it, we'll probably wear out our welcome. 
But radio should be fun, and this is fun." 


WWMM HAS another program that is 


love-oriented, but in a'very different way 
from Kingsley's. From 9 to 11 a.m., re- 
peated from 11 p.m. to 1 a.m., is "Voices 
of Love." The personalities are two 
nameless men "with super voices," De 
Witt said. 


The subject matter of "Voices" is not 


necessarily sex. The voices may talk 
about love of friends, family or country. 
They write all their own material. 


"The program Is very nostalgic, senti- 


mental, almost purple prose," De Witt 
explained. Their prose is sometimes 
"tear-jerking," he added, admitting that 
it sometimes makes even him cry. The

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Clearbrook May 
Rent Convent 
As Live-In Center 


Clearbrook Center is investigating the 


possibility of renting Our Lady of the 
Wayside convent, 423 S. Walnut St., Ar- 
lington Heights, to use as a live-in center 
for moderately retarded adults. 


Plans for the live-in center were pre- 


sented to representatives of Our Lady of 
the Wayside Church on Monday. A thrco 
man committee has been formed by the 
church to Investigate the possibility. 


"I think it is a rather remote possi- 


bility," said the Rev. John J. Mackin. 
Father Mackin explained seven sisters 
aro currently living in the convent, and 
before any proposal could be accepted, 
adequate housing would havo to be found 
for the sisters. 


"We don't expect to lose our sisters or 


close our school," said Father Mackin. 


Another plan for locating the proposed 


live-In center at the Sacred Heart of 
Mary convent in Rolling Meadows was 
revealed In March. 


A SPOKESMAN for Clearbrook said 


yesterday these, plans have not been 
abandoned, but since Clearbrook has not 
heard anything from the Chicago Arch- 
diocese on rental of the convent other 
possibilities were being explored. 


"We wanted to open it (the live-in cen- 


ter) this summer and now we are looking 
to get it open as soon as possible," the 


spokesman said. 


The proposed live-in center, the first of 


its kind in the area, would house 20 mild- 
ly or moderately retarded adults. It 
would be primarily a residential facility 
with a training program in educational,' 
recreational and vocational rehabillta-. 
tlon. A trained staff would be at the cen- 
ter 24 hours a day. 


The live-in center will be aimed at 


keeping mildly and moderately retarded 
adults in the community and out of in- 
stitutions. 


A normalization process will be 


stressed at the live-In center. This means 
efforts will be made to find jobs for the 
residents and get them back into the 
community. 


Clearbrook has received a federal grant 


of $16,800 under the Developmental Dis- 
abilities and Facilities Construction Act 
of 1970 to be used to rent a facility and 
convert it, if necessary, into a residence 
and train the staff. 


The Illinois Department of Mental 


Health and the Department of Public Aid 
have also promised monthly per resident 
grants up to a maximum of $400 per resi- 
dent to maintain a live-In center after 
the start-up grant has been depleted. 


A preliminary survey conducted in 


March indicted 17 possible residents 
from the area.

liquor law has already been nullified by 
the state action. 


Burns said if a municpality wants to 


prohibit the sale of alcohol on election 
day, it has to have passed its ordinance 
since the state-wide repeal

Bars and liquor stores throughout most 


of the Northwest suburbs and in unin- 
corporated Cook County will be open on 
election day.

"This type of class structure takes an 


amazing amount of, preparation," said 
Linda, who spends most of her evenings 
preparing for the next day.

Everyday I can think 
of a couple of kids who really caught on 
to one thing or another during the day, 
and It makes the work worthwhile." 


During her first few weeks as a stu- 


dent teacher at Olive, Linda admits she 
got headaches and an upset stomach 
from the hectic pace and noise level of 
her classroom. But now she's used to the 
schedule and thinks that more learning is 
taking place In her class than in tradi- 
tional classes. 


"The noise level in Individualized 


classes may be higher than in traditional 
classes, but It's a busy, working noise — 
not just chatter," said Gwcn. 


Indivldualization, the teachers say, 


gives kids a chance to go creative. Like 
the 11 youngsters in Pat's class who 
made up a Halloween play. One student 
directed the whole show, ^and Pat only 
had to help out with a few hints like 
"speak up a little." 


"It's really exciting to see the kids 


learning on their own — because they 
want to," said Pat. 


The real trick in individualized class- 


rooms is to make sure everyone is learn- 
ing. The teachers must keep track of 
each child's progress. 


"WE HAVE A BOOK club, and chart 


everyone's progress by rocket ships to 
the moon on a display board. Evcrytime 
a child completes five books, he gets 
closer to the moon," said Undo. In 
Gwcn's class, children's progress is map- 
ped on a peg board. 


In most cases, Gwcn thinks the individ- 


ualized classroom helps students develop 
good work habits. 


"Instead of blocks of time for each 


subject as in traditional classrooms, we 
have blocks of learning," said Gwen. 
"And each child must finish what they 
start — it's not just a free for all." 


All three student teachers want to 


teach in on individualized classroom 
when they graduate. Pat, who spent part 
of a semester studying in England's 
school system, said she wouldn't want to 
teach in a traditional class.

School Desk Sale Thursday 


The Arlington Height* plan commiuion 


voted again* recommending reunlng of 
45 acres near the northeast corner of 
Palatine Road and Rte. 53 to accom- 
modate a 415-unK mixed dwelling devel- 
opment 


I Simon 4 Associates has proposed 


building 223 townhouses, 42 semi-at- 
tached houses, 120 condominium apart- 
menu and 30 single-family homes on the 
property. 


The dwelling units were projected to 


sell $45.000 to $60,000. 


Despite their rejection of the project 


by a vote of 4-4 (5), most plan commis- 
sion members praised the pt eject's lay- 
out and combination of different housing 
types. 


VAftlOUS COMMISSIONERS said un- 


resolved traffic problems along Palatine 


Road, the project's density and bedroom* 
counts, and the impact on schools and 
taxes prevented them from voting for the 
project 


"Nothing more should be built in that 


area, north of Palatine Road, until some- 
thing is done to correct the traffic prob- 
lems," said Jack Edwards who said that 
during rush hours, cars are continually 
backed up at the intersection of Palatine 
and Arlington Heights roads. 


Madeline Schroeder expressed her sup- 


port for the project saying that "we (the 
village) cannot expect an owner to keep 
his land vacant unless we are willing to 
acquire this ourselves for a park or other 
use." 


Referring to the property's former de- 


velopment plan, known as Chelsea 
Square, Mrs. Schroeder said, "this prop- 


erty has been before us a good length of 
time. Previous development plans did 
not satisfy anyone. 


"In the past we have had very ster- 


eotyped projects presented to us which 
have not been very satisfactory to any- 
one that lives in the vicinity. These units 
are substantial in character and creative 
and, having viewed other of his devel- 
opments, I think Simon will build a very 
satisfactory development in Arlington 
Heights." 


RICHARD DURAVA. who chaired the 


meeting, said he thought the property 
should be developed with single-family 
homes. 


"Arlington Heights is a single-family, 


residential community," he said. 


The project included clusters ot two- 


story townhouses, two five-story con- 


dominium apartment buildings with un- 
derground parking and a large retention 
lake. 


The developer also committed himself 


to spending a half million dollars on 
landscaping for the project and agreed to 
make a cash contribution to School Dtst. 
25. 


The project now goes to the village 


board which can either affirm or reverse 
the plan commission's recommendation.

Park Program 
Would Benefit 
Handicapped Kids 


A proposed Des Plaines Park District 


program, which officials would like to fi- 
nance with put of the city's federal rev- 
enue-sharing funds, would allow the dis- 
trict to triple the number of mentally 
handicapped children it serves in the 
summer. 


Under the proposed program, the park 


district would Join six other towns in 
Maine and Nllcs townships in the newly 
formed Maino-Niies Association for the 
Handicapped. 


Des Plaines' share of the cost for the 


expanded mentally handicapped pro* 
gram would be 112,500. 


The park district's summer program 


for the mentally handicapped presently 
is six weeks at 20 hours per week for 
each participating child. 


The new proposal would expand the 


program to eight weeks at 30 hours per 
week for each youngster and would in- 
clude emotionally disturbed and train- 
able mentally handicapped children. The 
present program is for educablc men- 
tally handicapped children. 


MEMBERSHIP IN the new recreation 


association, which could Involve 75 city 
youths, would include a $4,125 member- 
ship fee, $9,000 for special education 
playground equipment and $3,375 for reg- 
istration and transportation, according to 
a report submitted to the council by the 
Des Plalnes Park District Wednesday 
night. 


The other park districts Joining Des 


Plaines in the association would be Park 
Ridge, Nllcs, Coif, Maine, Skokle, Morton 
Grove and Llncolnwood. 


Robert Kunkel, director of park and 


recreation, (old the Herald tho purpose of 
the new association is to try to reach 
more children. 


He said the program would be run by a 


director who has professional experience 
with handicapped children. Tho position 
will be seasonal with the director serving

The park district's report said the ex- 


panded summer program would be open 
to residents west of Mount Prospect 
Road who are not in the Des Plaines 
Park District but live in the city. 


The report indicated the program 


would still be held at Rand Park but said 
p l a y g r o u n d additions' totaling $5,000 
would be needed to accommodate the ex- 
pected increase in the number of young- 
sters in the program.

may hear the case by LWV Atty. Rich- 
ard J. Troy at 10 a.m. today when he and 
attorneys representing the three town- 
ships meet at the Civic Center, Chicago. 
As of yesterday, the attorneys had not 
been notified if the court will hear the 
case today on the emergency appeal. 


Unless the judges reverse a lower 


court decision today, there is almost no 
chance that the referendum will make it 
in time for Tuesday's election date. 


Area LWV's began the legal action in 


late September, but the case was dis- 
missed on a technicality by a circuit 
court judge last week. 


The local abolition movement is the 


first in the state to challenge township 
government by requesting the referen- 
dum among residents of the township. A 
local vote had been forbidden until a 1970 
constitutional revision. 


Township officials oppose the move be- 


cause no other government has legally 
been assigned to take over if the referen- 
dum is successful. And the grassroots 
level of government is more effective 
than the county, they claim. 


Now that much of suburban Cook 


County is incorporated, the township lev- 
el is an unnecessary layer of govern- 
ment, the LWV members insist, and 
should be eliminated.

Absentee Ballots Coming On Time? 


Voters who have applied for absentee 


ballots for next week's election but who 
have oot yet received them will have 
them in time to vote, the Cook County 
clerk's office said yesterday. 


Thomas King, county election super- 


visor, said the numerous Northwest sub- 
urban residents who have applied for the 
ballots "should have them by the end of 
this week." 


Complaints have been received by 


some local officials, notably in Des 
Plaines and Palatine, that registered 
voters who attend school outside Cook 
County and applied for absentee ballots 
several weeks ago have not obtained the 
ballots. 


King said the clerk's office was de- 


layed in printing the ballots because of a 
court dispute over whether to list the 
Communist Party and Socialist Worker 
Party candidates. 


THE DISPUTE WAS settled Sept. 21 


by a three-man federal panel. 


The Board of Election Commissioners, 


which handles elections in Chicago, be- 
gan mailing absentee ballots on Oct. 13. 
Nearby DuPage County began mailing 
ballots Oct. 9. 


The Cook County clerk's office began 


mailing absentee ballots by air mail on 
Saturday, King said, "and as of last 
night (Wednesday), we were right up to 
the mail coming in. The mail that came 
In this morning, we're working on now." 


Some 26,970 ballots have been mailed 


so far to suburban Cook County voters, 
he said. 


The ballots must be marked, notarized 


and back in the clerk's office, 118 N. 
Clark St., Chicago by Tuesday mroning. 


Some suburban officials viewed the de- 


lay in the preparation of ballots by the 
Democrat!c-controUed Cook County 
clerk's office with skepticism. 


Bernard E. Pedersen, Palatine Town- 


ship Republican' commltteeman who has 
received' "way too many" complaints, 
said "whether the delay in getting the 
ballots out is intentional or not, it is cer- 
tainly detrimental to the suburban area, 
which is Republican." 


CARL HANSON, Elk Grove Township 


Republican 
commltteeman 
reported 


"several instances" of suburban Cook 
County voters receiving absentee ballots 
for the wrong district, and "a couple of 
instances" of voters not receiving ballots 
at all. He called the procedure of having 
to apply for ballots from the county clerk 
rather than from local offices "cumber- 
some." 


Complicating the procedure is the 


clerk's refusal to mail ballots to any ad- 
dress in Cook County. .Because of it, vot- 
ers who plan to be on vacation on elec- 
tion day but don't know exactly where 
they'll be when the ballot arrives can't 
vote unless they do so in person at the 


clerk's office before leaving town. 


Voters who wish to vote absentee still 


have two days in which to do so, but 
must go downtown to cast the ballots. 


The clerk's office will be open from 9 


a.m. to 5 p.m. today and from 9 a.m. to 
noon tomorrow.

year at North School is helping to take 
some of the frustration out of working 
math problems. 


"It's a totally Individualized program," 


said James Smith, fifth grade teacher at 
North School. Each of Smith's 31 stu- 
dents works on Individual new math 
problems of varying difficulty. 


Smith uses a variety of textbooks for 


math, each with accompanying exams 
for each series of lessons. Most of the 
students start out at the same place in 
the book at the beginning of the year and 
are allowed to progress from lesson to 
lesson at their own speed, said Smith. 
The student works the problems in the 
lesson, takes the accompanying test, 
grades his own test, and if he passes he 
goes on to the next lesson. 


EACH STUDENT IS responsible for his 


own learning, said Smith. If he has 
trouble with a problem, and can't figure 
it out, he can either go to another text- 
book for another explanation or ask the 
teacher for help. The teacher examines 
the work sheets and tests of all the stu- 
dents and he grades students on test 
scores and attitude and effort In class. 
"I don't grade them comparatively, I 


grade them separately," said Smith. 


Each student keeps a record of the les- 


sons completed and the scores received 
on tests. Because they work at their own 
rate, on problems that meet their own 
ability, most students receive good 
grades and are enthusiastic when they 
work on their math lessons, said Smith. 


No student Is allowed to lag far behind 


the other says Smith. Trouble areas can 
be easily spotted by looking at the score 
sheets and can ususally be solved by giv- 
ing the student some Individual attention 
and some extra lessons that contain 
math problems that ore difficult for him, 
he said. 


While individualized Instruction is be- 


coming common In social studies and 
language nrts, it's still relatively new in 
math, said Smith. The program was 
started last year at Terrace Elementary 
School in Des Plalnes, with some success,

he said. While working for his degree In 
education, Smith did some student teach- 
ing in a parochial school in DeKalb 
where be first saw the individualized 
math program used in the classroom. 


THE PROGRAM HAS been successful 


at North School, said Smith. The students 
show much more interest in math and 
even the students who have the most 
trouble working problems don't want to 
put their math books away and work on 
something else, he said. 


Most of the schools In Dist 62 have 


been using the "new math" since it was 
Introduced over five years ago. Smith 
says there really isn't much difference 
between "old math" and "new math" 
since two and two are still four but "now 
the student knows why," he said. 


The individualized math problem is 


geared to each student's learning needs, 
said Smith, and it makes math a "free 
thought process rather than an cmper- 
leal study." 


The teacher plans a different lesson for 


each student, every day, and he keeps 
close track of each student's progress. 
Instead of sitting in a class with 30 other 
children who are all working on the 
same lesson, many of whom are only 
pretending to understand so they can 
keep up with the rest of the class, the 
students in the Individualized program 
"at least know that I core," he said.

MSB Enacts Sewer Connection Law 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District has 


enacted on ordinance requiring local 
communities td make Inspections for Ille- 
gal connections to sanitary sewers. 


The district board approved the ordi- 


nance last week and will go Into effect on 
Jan. 1,1073. 


The law will require local communities 


to Inspect homes and businesses In areas 
served by separate sanitary and storm 
sewers for Illegal connections. 


The ordinance gives each town one 


year to complete Inspections of all sepa- 
rate sewered areas, although there is a 
provison for a year extension If the 
MSD's chief engineer feels a community 
has shown satisfactory evidence of prog- 
ress. Any extension beyond a total time 
of two years would require a hearing by 
the MSD board of trustees. 


THE FINAL form of the ordinance was 


amended by the MSD board to allow for 
extensions after officials from Elk Grove 
Village. Northbrook and Wilmcttc ex- 
pressed concern that they could not com- 
plete Inspections and require Illegal con- 
nections to be eliminated within one 
year. 


The MSD also took Into account an ob- 


jection from the Prospect Heights 013 
Town Sanitary District and revised word- 
Ing of the ordinance so developers In an 
unincorporated area could not bypass the 
local sanitary district and seek permits 
for sewers directly from the MSD. 


But tho board enacted the ordinance 


despite objections from Palatine and DCS 
Plalncs that municipalities have ques- 
tionable legal status in enforcing dis- 
connection of footing drains that were le- 
gal when the building was constructed. 
The board based Its decision to leave the 
ordinance requirement on an opinion 
from MSD Atty. Allen S. Lavln who said, 
"Corrections are within the purview of 
the villages and Illegal connections could 
be corrected as public health is In- 
volved." 


THE MSD BOAim also approved the 


ordinance without holding public hear- 
ings that were requested by the village 
of Palatine and the City of DCS Plaines. 


Several communities In letters com- 


menting on the ordinance had expressed 
concern that the law would burden mu- 
nicipalities with inspection work and 
clerical work In reporting progress every 
three months to the MSD. 


Under the new provisions, the munici- 


palities must "inspect all structures 


within their Jurisdiction or control and 
ascertain whether any downspouts or roof 
drains are connected directly or in- 
directly to sanitary sewers. Any such il- 
legal connections shall be corrected by 
causing the downspouts to discharge to 
the ground or to authorized storm sew- 
ers, wet wells or ditches." 


The ordinance applies only to separate 


sewered areas and gives municipalities 
until Jan. I, 1974 to complete the In- 
spections and force owners to make cor- 
rections by legal action If necessary. 


Other changes also require municipal- 


ities to check the separate sanitary sew- 
er systems visually for storm water en-

try through such things as leaking man- 
holes, cracked pipes, illegal inlets or con- 
nections, or problems at creek or ditch 
crossings. 


THE ORDINANCE says municipalities 


should make inspections during both dry 
and wet weather periods to make com- 
parisons to help in finding illegal entry of 
storm water into sanitary sewers. It is 
illegal connections which cause sanitary 
sewers to back up into homes during 
heavy rainstorms. 


The ordinance allows the district to 


make Its own Inspections and take legal 
action to eliminate illegal connections. 


Other changes include raising the fine 


for violation of the sewer permit ordi- 
nance from an automatic $100 to a fine of 
from $100 to $1,000 per day. 


The changes abo include a provision to 


allow the MSD board to waive require- 
ments of the ordinance in specific cases 
"where conditions so warrant" and "af- 
ter a hearing." 


Another change approved by the MSD 


board will apply detention requirements 
to residential plats which are resubdi- 
vided after Jan. 1, 1972. The require- 
ments do not apply to property for which 
plats were recorded before Jan. 1, 1972,- 
but do apply if the property is resubdi- 
vlded.

MSD backup caused flood damage dur- 


ing heavy August and September rains. 


THE PROPOSED project would bene- 


fit "residents west of Mount Prospect 
Road most," Bowen said. But, the $80,000 
estimate would place the valves in "11 or 
12 areas of the city where they're needed 
most." 


The city council is expected to name a 


revenue sharing committee which will 
recommend priorities for spending the 
federal funds /The council itself must ap- 
prove appropriation of the money. 


Mayor Herbert Behrel told the council 


Wednesday that engineering to solve 
flood problems may be "a No. 1 prior- 
ity." 


The capital improvement revenue- 


shoring report, prepared by Comptroller 
Duane Blietz, lists 13 projects totaling 
$895,200. 


BOWEN TOLD THE Herald that four 


projects may be included In his budget 
proposal for next year if revenue sharing 
funds are not appropriated.

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Survey Planned On Housing Attitudes 


THE VARIETY CLUB of Illinoit hat donated a specially 
built and equipped passenger van to Maryville Acade- 
my in Des Plaines.

A survey to determine the attitudes of 


suburbanites towards the kinds 'of bous- 
ing in their communities will begin in 
about two weeks, according to North- 
western University officials conducting 
the poll. 


,. Northwestern has been hired to con- 
duct the survey fay the Housing Coalition 
of the Leadership Council for Metropoli- 
tan Open Communities,'a private agen- 
cy. Currently a 12-mayor steering com- 
•mittee of that agency is working to form 
a voluntary low and moderate-Income 
housing plan for some 250 Chicago sub- 
urbs. The group has been receiving tech- 
nical assistance from the Northeastern 
Illinois Planning Commission (NIPC). 


"We hope the results of the survey will 


help us find the best way to approach 
citizens about housing," said Jack Pahl, 
NIPC commissioner and former Elk 
Grove Village mayor. Pahl originated 
the idea for the voluntary housing plan. 
"We have to determine just what words 
we should use. Some words create fears 
in people's minds," he said. 


Pollsters will Interview residents in the 


six-county area which the steering com- 
mittee hopes to encompass in a housing 
plan, according to John McKnight, as- 
sistant director of Northwestern's Center 
for Urban Affairs Those counties include 
Cook, Kane, Will, McHenry, DuPage and 
Lake counties. 


"WE WILL TAKE a sample from all 


those counties," McKnight said. He 
would not say how people would be cho- 
sen to be interviewed, but he did say re- 
spondents would receive a "very specific 
questionnaire." 


"We're going to try to identify the atti- 


tude of suburbanites toward alternative 
approaches to land use development in 
their suburbs," McKnight said. "Such as 
what kinds of housing they favor and 
how they feel about approaching the 
bousing issue, if they favor joint planning 
or not" 


McKnight said the survey should be 


completed in about three months. 


Currently, members of the housing 


steering committeee are meeting with of- 
ficials from other suburbs to talk about a 
joint-housing plan. The idea behind the 
program is for suburbs to work out a 
voluntary program before it is forced 
upon them by the courts, Pahl said. A 
lawsuit has been filed by the American 
Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) that would 
require the distribution of 60,000 low-in- 
come housing units on a "fair-share" 
basis throughout the Chicago area.

England to broadcast It. But De Witt 
says the show is not a new idea. It has 
been introduced elsewhere In the coun- 
try, 
but WWMM's version is the first 


show of its type in the Chicago area. 


As DC Witt talked, he turned up his 


monitor when a woman called In saying 
she is a lesbian 


"Jonathan's isn't our only program," 


he said, turning the monitor down again. 


THE STATION is on the air 24 hours a 


day, and it can't have talk shows all the 
time. In the early morning hours, from 1 
to 4 a.m., you can hear some really 
strange things from WWMM. For 90 min- 
utes each, the station plays the sodhd of 
ocean waves, gongs and bird calls — all 
In stereo, of course. The only Inter- 
ruption is a soft female voice that occa- 
sionally announces the station's call let- 
ters. 


DC Witt said the time slots were not 


sold to advertisers, and he was curious 
about listener reaction to the sound ef- 
fects. He listened himself the other night, 
and the sounds lulled him to sleep, he 
said. 


"We're not going to do this forever," 


DC Witt said. "After four of five necks of

it, we'll probably wear out our welcome. 
But radio should be fun, and this is fun." 


WWMM HAS another program that is 


love-oriented, but In a very different way 
from Kingsley's. From 9 to 11 a.m., re- 
peated from 11 p.m. to 1 a.m., is "Voices 
of Love." The personalities are two 
nameless men "with super voices," De 
Witt said. 


The subject matter of "Voices" is not 


necessarily sex. The voices may talk 
about love of friends, family or country. 
They write all their own material. 


"The program is very nostalgic, senti- 


mental, almost purple prose," De Witt 
explained. Their prase is sometimes 
"tear-jerking," he added, admitting that 
it sometimes makes even him cry. The 
program Is mostly music, music that 
mellows the mood leading up to a prose 
reading once every half hour, De Witt 
said. 


Dr. Freda Kehm, a child psychologist, 


follows the voices for 45 minutes daily, 
answering callers' questions about fami- 
ly problems. 


"Many people have mentioned that so- 


cial problems are more important than 
physical problems in this community," 
De Witt said, explaining the reason for 
Dr. Kehm's program. 


AND De WITT says his station wants 


to become Involved in matters of impor- 
tance to the community, to the 50-mile 
radius the station reaches. Indeed, 
WWMM wants to be an important part of 
the community, he says. 


This policy, if it can be so called, De 


Witt says, has led him to program more 
local news, more public affairs and pub- 
lic service shows, than did WWMM's pre- 
decessor. Thus the reason for the sta- 
tion's many listener participation pro- 
grams. 


And beginning soon, De Witt will give 


the audience a chance to really talk- 
back. He is planning a program, to be 


called "Free Forum," which would allow 
the public to get back at the station. 


"All of us have been annoyed at some 


time or other over something we heard 
on the radio — an ad, a comment or the 
like," De Witt said. "We wish we had the 
chance to express ourselves on the air. 
• We want to give the public that chance." 


PLANS ABE for the program to start 


at 8 p.m. Sundays and run until there is 
no one to be heard, be it two minutes or 
four hours. Listeners will be Invited to 
come to the station in northernmost Ar- 
lington Heights to tape their comments, 
and they can criticize the station, its ad- 
vertisers or anything else, De Witt said. 


WWMM is not all experimental pro- 


gramming. The music is popular, called 
middle-of-the-road in the broadcasting 
business, and is definitely not rock. Jack 
Stockton comes on from 6 to 9 a.m. to 
get the day started, and Bob Brynteson 
winds the day down from 4 to 8 p.m. A 
fellow named Stan Adams, described as 
a soft personality, soon will be on from 8 
to 11 p.m. to lull the community into the 
evening hours. 


But De Witt doesn't want his station to 


be known as a typical suburban FM ra- 
dio station. 


"We'll never be satisfied with what we 


do today," he said. "We'll always try to 
be better. We'll do our damndest to 
make this station cook."

A proposal that various governmental 


agencies buy up vacant land in flood 
plains to safeguard against future flood- 
ing is being considered by the North- 
eastern Illinois Planning Commission 
(NIPC). 


The proposal for new regional policies 


on wetland and flood plain management 
was presented to the NIPC planning 
committee yesterday by Larry Christ- 
mas, NIPC assistant director. 


The plan will be the subject of a Joint 


meeting of the NIPC planning committee 
and Its Intergovernmental relations com- 
mittee. Christmas said the new proposal 
to keep vacant flood plain areas undeve- 
loped is the NIPC response to requests 
for help from various communities In 
northeastern Illinois. 


He said NIPC offices 
had been 


"flooded" with requests for help because 
of the heavy rains that caused flooding 
during the past summer. 


Christmas said 23 per cent of the land 


NIPC has suggested be retained as open 
space is In the flood plain. He said the 
regional open space plan Includes an es- 
timated 40,000 acres of flood plain lands 
that are proposed for park or forest pre- 
serve use. 


Clim.STMAS POINTKD out NIPC also 


has a model flood plain ordinance and 
keeps atlases of record floods, but he 
said that Is not enough to combat flood- 
ing. 


He said the organization should place 


"new emphasis on the desire to protect 
flood plains." 


Christmas cited the plan to build n 


large retention reservoir In Dussc Woods 


Maine North Open

He pointed out, however, that the $36 


million work plan is still a bargain today 
because Bussc Woods was retained as 
open space and is available for the reser- 
voir. 


If Busse Woods had been an urbanized 


area, the problem of coping with flooding 
in the watershed would be more difficult, 
he said. 


"Salt Creek teaches us a lesson. It was 


helpful there was a major regional open 
space (Busse Woods) there to be used. 


IT WOULD HAVE been more costly 


and severe If it had not been there," he 
said. 


In addition to the Bussc Woods land, 


there arc several other parcels of flood 
plain land In the Upper Salt Creek Wa- 
tershed which should be retained as open 
space Christmas said. One area on our 
NIPC mop of the watershed suggested 
for preservation of open space is directly

He said park districts or counties 


would probably have to provide the local 
share of land acquisition costs. .

Highlights 'Goodbye Charlie'

I attend each production of "Goodbye 


Charlie" with a certain amount of appre- 
hension. The comedy is not an easy one 
to stage successfully. The far-fetched 
theme has a tcndancy to be overplayed. 
By the second act the action la apt to be 
tedious. 


The principal element in keeping the 


play above boredom is a very capable 
actress in the role of Charlie Sorel, a 
devil-may-care playboy who is shot to 
death by a Jealous husband and reincar- 
nated as a woman. 


And Masque and Staffs Judith Ha ugh 


Is a good choice. 


She Is quite convincing as the poor 


misguided Charlie who has returned as a 
member of the female gender, a possible 
punishment he (or is It she?) believes for 
a prior flamboyant lifestyle. 


CHARLIE MAY look every bit of a 


woman but his mannerisms, pacing to 
and fro with a long cigar hanging out one 
corner of his mouth, or unsuccessful at* 
permits to walk in a pair of high heels, 
are what make the part come alive and 
in turn highlight the play. 


Director Glnny Lobaugh has done an 


excellent Job In guiding Miss Haugh. 


Yet though voice and expressions are 


very well done, there are times when 
Judith Haugh looks "too good" for her 
role. 


This Is particularly true when she re* 


turns from a make-over session at Eliza- 
beth Ardcn's. 


AN ECCENTRIC chractcr with a very 


willful mind of her own, the female 
Charlie Sorcl arrives home looking too 
striking. It would be more befitting for 
Miss Haugh to be a mild copy of Phyllis 
Dlller rather than a fashion plate with 
every hair In place. Granted her clothes 
did clash. However, Judith Haugh Is 
much too poised for Charlie's established 
personality. 


Miss Haugh and Ted Thorns, who plays 


Charlie's best friend, George Tracy, 
work well together on stage. 


It takes much coaxing and'explaining, 


but the "female" who first shows up in 
Charlie's apartment dressed in nothing 
but an over-sized trenchcoat finally con- 
vinces George that she is Charlie . . . 
only in a different form. 


TED THOMS wears his consternation 


well and also mlrros the extreme dis- 
comfort of being approached by a well 
built female Charlie, who Is most con- 
cerned now that the men find her attrac- 
tive. 


Spots in the play do have a tendency to 


first act when Charlie's few friends have 
gathered together to listen to a eulogy by 
George. 


The supporting cast must remember to 


project their voices. Lines Intermittently 
lose strength by coming out soft and 
muffled. 


Also Susan Woodrow needs to further 


familiarize herself with the role of Rusty, 
Charlie's former mistress and the cause 
of his untimely end. 


MISS WOODROW'S first appearances 


on stage are stiff. She looks unsure of 
herself. 


She portrays only superficial concern 


when she learns that Charlie Is planning 
to publish a diary filled with his former 
sexual exploits when in fact, it would 
ruin her reputation. 


Yet In the ilnal act Susan does a good 


job in confessing her feelings. Perhaps 
she really did love Charlie Sorel, regard- 
less of his shortcomings and his cruelty. 

She should do as well 
in the first two acts.

Show"-thc program's producers have 
succeeded in weaving the experiences of a young schoolteacher, 
her cab-driving husband, and the inter-relationships of their 
Jewish and Catholic families into a delightful half-hour. 


THE MIDWESTERN raised (Cleveland) Birney. whose 


previous TV experience included a two-year stint on the "Love is 
a Many Splendorcd Thing" soap opera, thinks his new series* 
story is by no means unique. "I think our show grew out of an 


experience that is more universal than 
some would imagine...there are all 
kinds of intermarriages." 


He admits, though that the develop- 


ment and acceptance of Archie Bunker 
type characters for television has helped 
new shows like his own. "I think it's 
healthy what 'All in the Family* has 
done. It's opened up areas in which 
people ignored before, or felt uncom- 
fortable talking about.*' Hinting that 
"Bridget Loves Bcrnic" may very well 


run the gamut of topical material from racial attitudes to birth 
control. Bimcy predicts that "nowadays, everything is fair game." 


For Miss Baxter, the new show and the rewards that have come 


with it have been like a breath of fresh air. The daughter of 
actress Whiuiqr Blake and former radio announcer Tom Baxter, 
Meredith saw her early show business aspirations sidetracked at 
age 19 by marriage. The marriage didn't last (a divorce was 
granted earlier this year after a lengthy separation), and it wasn't 
until 1970 that Miss Baxter got back into acting. 


NOW 25.THE mother of two small children-ages 5 and 3-got 


her first big break in a starring role in "Ben," the horror film 
about rats. Very interested in singing. Miss Baxter continues to 
study voice when she finds time away from the "B Love B** set. 


Ironically, it's been the "Bridget Loves Bernic" show-where 


she first met Birney-that has resulted in the latest Hollywood 
trade talk. Simply stated, it appears that while "Bridget Loves 
Bemic" is a dandy title for a new TV show, there's credence in the 
conversation that Birncy loves Baxter and visa versa. 


For a talented pair like Birney (at 27, a bachelor) and Miss 


Baxter, their televised love story as Bridget the Schoolteacher and 
Bernie the Cabdriver is good enough for me. 


If. by chance, something else develops out of this storybook 


mold, it'll be like frosting on a good cake.
